i ordinary Harvest This Year. 








very Prospect Pleases—Ontario Will Be 
Well Favored and the Northwest Mar- 
vest Will Also Be Excellent—Kucour- 
aging Reports Also From Nova Scotia,

Yoronto, Aug. I.—Although it is 
early yet to forecast definitely the 
Prospects — for agricultural products 
the “reports recived promise ano- 
ther good, if not extraordinary har 

Altho It is early yet to forecast de- 
Anitely the prospecta for agricultural 
Products the reports received promise 
another good, if not extraordinary har- 
vest, taking Canada asa whole. ‘The 
outlook in Ontario is especially plens- 
ing, and the very poor crop In South- 
ern Muntltoba Is counter-balanced by 
the good yleld promised in the North- 
west Territories, which ig exceedingly 
good, notwithstanding the abnormal 
Weither.prevalent during the growing 
seuson. In general, thé severe drought 
in May and early June will not ap- 
parently prevent a good all-round hare 
Vest, because of the abundant rains 
since, 

The Farming World has undertaken 
the collection of reports from the dlf- 
ferent -provinces, according to which 
the conditions of standing crops are 
as follows : 

Cntarlo, . 

Fall wheat will yleld from 20 bushels 
in the north and extreme west to 35, 
in Elgin and the Niagara peninsula, 
The spring wheat crop is found chieny 
in the northern districts, and {s falr- 
There is a greater acrenge of oats, 
and a good prospect of a crop of from 
40 to SU bushels per acre. Barley is 
also promising, and 40 bushels per acre 
is expected. Corn does not show fo 
well, partly on account. of early 
droughts, but largely also because of 
inferior seed. A yield of over 70 
bushels in some districts is expected, 
however. Pasture is in fine condition 
now, a fact very Important to a dalry- 
ing province, but the hny generally is 
below the nvernge, being both thin 
aud short, except in Wentworth and 
Haldimand. Apples are few. Fewer 
beets and mangolds are grown that lust 
year, and the crop varies in different 
districts. Plums are a fine crop. 

Neva Scotia, 

Fall wheat—none © grown, and but 
Uttle spring wheat. Oats, a siight in- 
Ctease In acreuge aud a full average 
yleld in prospec Barley {s a. good 
average, recent ruins having improv- 
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©d the crop. Pasture {s only fair, tho 
improving a Mttle. © Hay will show 
about CO per cent. of © the average, 
Rather better than an average crop 
of apples is expected, and the root 
crop is fair. 
New Brunawick and PET, 

Fall wheat is not grown, © Spring 
wheat will average about 18 bushels 
to the acre. Oats are very’ promising 
for x good crop, and barley will yleld 
bout the same as last year. Corn, 
not extensively grown, is below the 
average. Pasture, which was poor till 
June 15, is improved very much. “Hny 
will run about 75 per cent. of the aver- 
age. Apples will be only about half 
Qn average crop, arid plims about 40 
Per cent. Roots are an pverage crop. 

Quebec, 

No fall wheat grown, but spring 
wheat will probably run Into a crop 
of from 25 to 30 bushels per acre. 
Oats are only of Yair promise, tho 
Some districts will have a crop of 30 
to 40 bushels, Barley jooks well, and, 
tho the acreage is less, the crop will 
be an average total. The corn was 
frosted early, and prospects ure there- 
fore poor. Pasture {is poor also, and 
hay, the standby of the French farm- 
er, Is only half a croys, Apples nre no 
crop, but potatoes are a good averuge. 

Manttoba, 

Southern Manitoba suffers this year 
very severely from early and continual 
drought, From Winnipeg to Deloraine 
the wheat crop will not average more 
than 12 bushels to the acre, where it 


harvested 25 bushels last year. Many 
farmers are summer-fallowing — thelr 


grain field. Further north and west of 

this extensive area the conditions are 

not so unfortupate. In the north the 

pasture and hay, tho small, are much 

better, and oats will reap one-half the 

average crop over the whole province.

With abundant raing of late the 
wheat promibes to thresh about 25 
bushels per acre, off shorter straw be- 
cause of early droughts, There Is a 
Somewhat increased acreage, put over 
the whole Northwest there is not 
thought likely to be more, if as much, 
of a total yleld of wheat as last year, 
Pasture and hay are fine in the ranch:

Kiog and Queen Arrive at Kenmare From 
Galway—Peasants Pushed the Royal

Galway, Ireland, July. 31.—King Ed- 
Ward, Queen Alexandria and their 
Dacty arrived at Kenmare from Gal- 
way. at 3.p.m, ‘Their Majesties visited 
‘the residence of Lord Lansdowne,, the 
¥oreign Secretary; where they ‘were en- 
tertained by His Lordship. The King 
and Quben afterwards proceeded to 
Berhaven and embarked on the royal 
yacht Victoria and Albert, bound for 
‘Queenstown.

“MURDER WILL OUT.” 
__—_—_ Seem 2am 
Death of Hall Man Led to a Double Ar 
rest After Inquiry. 


Ottawa, Aug. 1.—Mitchell 
and Moise Fnery, two young men of 
Tetreuvitle, Mull, were arrested yes- 
torday on a charge of manslaughter, 
On March 24th last they assaulted a 
man named Charles Guilamette, who 
died vight hours after of cerebral 
hemorrhage. ‘The matter was not 
brought to light until about a week 
ago when High) Constable Grouix 
Was serving a Warrant for petty lar- 
ceny upon the son of the late 
Charles Guilamette. At that time 
the widow of the deceased told the 
constable that he was in a greater 
hurry to arrest the hoy than to ar 
rest those who had killed her buss 
band, © The remark led to an inves- 
tigation and the subsequent arrest of 
Yhe parties.

Play and Its Significance—Frof. Murray, 
¢ of Malifax, Lectures. 

At the recent Presbyterian Sum- 
mer School at’ Knox College, Toron- 
to, Prof. Murray of-Halifax deliver- 
ed an address on ‘‘Child Mind and 
‘Teaching."”’ He pointed out that the 
human being had certain instincts, 
but not the special instincts that he 





requires to meet cirilicod conditions, ' 


Tho aim of tho teachcr should bo to 
enlarge the religious knowledge of 
tho child, to utilize his instincts to 
interest him in religious things, It 
had been charged’ against such story 
writers as Soton-Thompson and Long 
that in dealing with animals they 
read too much of the man into their 
observations. What the teacher 
must avoid was reading too much of 
the adult into the child. 

Prof. Murray entered into a long 
discourse with racy illustrations on 
the play of children. “Spencer, he 
pointed out, had held child’s play to 
bo merely imitation of their. olders. 
This was not the whole truth; little 
girls and little boys sought wholly 
different amuscments; the real defini- 
tion of play was that it was the ex- 
pression of instincts. 
who had recently attended the Gen- 
eral Assembly at Vancouver had vis- 
ited Chinatown, and at Icast five 
different men had pointed out te 
him that Chinese children play just 
as Caucasian Nttle ones do. But the 
customs of Chinese adults were cn- 
tirely diferent from our own.

The Battle of Titenderoga, 


On the 8th of July, 1758, was 
fought the battle of Ticonderoga, by 
which a sinall force of Canadian vol- 
untocrs, a few Indians and a small 
number of French soldiers under 
Montcalm defeated an army of Brit- 
ish and American troops, far super- 
jor in numbers and discipline, com- 
manded by Abercrombie.” Montcalm, 
who was born tn France, had been in 
tho French service from tho time he 
Was fourteen years of age and had 
served his apprenticeship with the 
French army in Italy and Germany. 
In 1750 he was sent to take com- 
mand of the French troops in Can- 
ada. France and England were, at 
War at the time. Soon after his ar- 
rival he captured Fort Ontario, at 
Oswego. With his small army — of 
3,600 Canadians ho had suffered from 
lack of provisions, but by taking 
Fort William Henry, at the head of 
Lake George, he not only caused the 
garrison of 2,500 men to surrender, 
fut he beeame possessed of 42 guns 
and large stores of ammunition’ and 
Provisions, Word was received that 
Abercrombie was marching north 
with an immense army to invade 
Canada, and Montcalm intrenched 
himself at Fort Carillon (Picondar: 
oga) to await his coming. When the 
(wo forces met a fierce battle took 
place, which, however, lasted only 
four hours. At the end of that tine 
the small Canadian force made the 
tnemy, numbering 15,000, retreat in 
disorder.

Fish Journey Overland.

‘The citizens 
of Nat Portage were delighted with 
the prospect of better fishing which 
this gave promise of, and tondered 
the visitors the freedom of the town, 
Nr. Ellis reports that the trout fish- 
ing on the Nepigon River, by which 
ho passed on the way home, is said 
to be excollent this year. A Chica- 
goan who had been thore every yoar 
for Altcen years, said he never saw 
it so good,

kave a fishing lease for Lake Nepi- 
gon, are expending large sums of 
money in the erection of buildings, 
ete,, but have done little fishing as 
yer. 

A carload of bass has also been do- 
posited in the lakes in the County of 
Renfrew. They were conducted to 
Scotian Junction over the Grand 
Trunk and thence cast over the Can- 
ada Atlantic.

The whole tribe of wild dogs, which 
in closely allicd forms are to be found 
in the wildest jungles and woods of 
Asia, from the Himalayas to Ceylon 
and from China to the Taurus—uniess 
the “golden wolves” of the Roman em- 
Pire are now extinct in the forests of 
Asia Minor—show an individual and 
corporate courage which entitles them 
to a high place among the most dar- 
ing of wild creatures. The “red dogs,” 
to give them thelr most characteristic 
name, are neither large in size nor do 
they assemble in large packs. Those 
which have been from time to time 
measured and described seem to aver- 
age some three fect in Iength from the 
nose to the root of the tall. 


The pack seldom numbers more than | 


nine or ten, yet there Is sufficient evi- 
dence that they are willing and able to 
destroy any creature that inhabits the 
Jungle, except the adult elephant and 
perhaps the rhinoceros, creatures 
whose great size and leathery hide 
make them almost invulnerable to such 
enemies as dogs.—London Spectator. 





A Custom of the Balkans, 

He or she who enters a house for the 
first time Is supposed fn the Balkan 
countries to bring it good or bad-luck 
for the whole twelvemonth. ‘This be 
licf gives rise to a curious observance. 
The visitor before crossing the thresh-

Then as the grains of salt burst and 
crackle In the fire he utters the follow- 
ing quaint formula: “As I am sitting 
eyen so may sit the hen and warm the 
eggs. As this salt splits even so may 
split the eggs of the clucking hen and 
the chickens come forth.”

SHOULD STOP NET FISHING. 
FOR AT LEAST 5 YEARS. 


MR. S. T. BASTEDO, AN ONTARIO 
GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL, FOUND 
THAT TO BE THE UNIVERSAL 
OPINION IN TITE PROVINCE. 


Kingston Whig: S. T. Bastedo, head 
ofthe Fisheries Department of On- 
tario, has been devoting threo days 
to a visit in this sections In the 
company of the Jocal member for 
Kingston, he made the rounds. “At 
Battersea they mct Inspector Judd, 
ef the Ridcau system, and ‘W. J. 
Shibley, and considered the policy to 
be pursued next year, in view of the 
decline of sport by rod fishing In a 
number of lakes. This year netting 
has been prohibited in  Loughboro 
lake to restore some of the excellent 
fishing advantages lest through ruth- 
less slaughter by netting. Some jil- 
lickt fishing has, however, been going 
on. Theonce fine fishing of Dog lake 
is belng lost through over-netting and 
disregard of regulations for protcetlon 
of bass, The reports received from the 
Rideau system generally were more 
favorable. The cateh by rod and line, 
near Jones’ Falls especially, has been 
excellent and visitors are cnthuslsatic. 
The preventive work of the Inspector 
and his assistants, with the patrol 
steamer Swan, has been effective. 

A visit was pald to Amherst Island, 
where netting has also bocn excessive, 
putting almost an end to bass {ishing 
cr even taking of small fish at the 
Brother Islands, in Stella Bay, ana 
ether sporting spots, near the great 
sheals nnd spawning grounds. ‘The 
professional fishers have left their old 
haunts because they are “played out,” 
and are netting off the Ernesttown 
whore, : sien 

Mr. Bastedo's enquirles were many 
and gencral. The universal desire ex. 
pressed was for restriction of netting, 
for at least five years. It came alike 
in city and country. The people's 
sport and enjoyment has been cut off, 
fcr the benefit of a few only who 
make it a partial occupation, who 
have had little scruple as tu the 
catch, and have heedlessly destroyed 
theie own business, while using up 
the general supply. This view has 
been ko strongly preascd gpon the 
Government that a special investiga. 
ton was In order, and that It will 
tear good [ruit on Ontarlo shores, 
and in the back lakes as well there 
is no doubt, Increase of number of 
netting licenses has been refused this 
suminer iu this scetion, but a wider 
protective policy will be pressed upon 
the Government next year. Many 
classes are deeply concerned in the 
restoration of good angling; it means 
attraction for summer visitors, sup- 
pert of hotels and growth of busi- 
ness wenerally, as well as enjoyment 
«f hosts of home people in good

Ottawa, July 31—(Speclal,)—The estl- 
Mates Of the Department of Trade and 
Commerce were discussed by the House 
today, Before leaving the‘ approprin- 
tions for the mail service | between 
Great Britain and’ Canada, Mr, Blain 
saked what quantity of mail is aeut from 
Canada to Great Britain via New York, 
Ste Richard Cartwright had not the 

sures, but he expressed the opinion 
that the Canadian mail forwarded yia 
New York Is several times ng great as 
the mail sent direct from Canada. 

The item of $7500 for a steam service 
between St, John and Glasgow was then 
taken up. Sie Richard explained that 
the trade between these ports wag ra- 
pidly growing, nnd It was probable that 
the subsidy would be doubled in order 
to Improve the rervice. The additional 
amount required will be provided for 
in the supplementary estimates. 

Mr. Wade of Annapolis ccitictzed the 
ateamship service provided by the Fur- 
ness, Withy Company between St, John 
and Halifax and London in summer 
and between St. John and London direct 
and Halifax and London . direct in 
winter, This company {4 pald a sub- 
sidy of $40,000 a years Mr. Wade de- 
clared that the people of the Annapolis 
Valley have suffered heavy lossea thru 
the fallure of the company to provide 
standard ships and thru damages for 
which the company declined to nasume 
responsibility, 

Sir RNichnet Cartwright promised ‘to 
look Into the question, Messrs, Blain, 
Gourley and others insisted that. the 
Department of Trade and Commerce 
Was negligent In not compelling the 
company -to sail Its steamers on the

During the discussion of the vote for 
commercial agencles, Sir Nichard, in de- 
scribing the duties of the agents, paid 
a high tribute to the services of J. 3.

Awfal Death Panishment Meted te Chi- 
nese Journalist Reformer. 


Pokin, Aug. 3.2-A journalist of 
this city named Shen Chien; was ex- 
ecuted here Saturday, According to 
the official report of the execution, 
Chien was beheaded, but it has be 
come known that this report is false 
und that the condemned man was 
beaten to death in accordance with 
Special instructions issued by the 
Dowager Empress, 

The Incident is declared to’ be the 
most horrible that has occurred in 
China since the massacre of 1900. 
The killing occurred in the court 
Yard of the Yamen of the Board of 
Punishment, The victim was beaten 
with bamboo rods for two hours in 
the afternoon, the flesh on his back, 
arms and legs being torn to ribbons. 
After life had apparently become ex- 
tinct tho executioners, fearing that 
Chien had merely fainted and might 
revive, twisted a rope tightly around 
his neck and left the body in this 
condition until yesterday morning.

A Frenchman’s View of our Giris. 





In his rolume “Busincss and Love,” 
faced on his observations during 
his recent visit to the United States 
and Canada, Hugues Le Roux, the 
distinguished French critic, wholly dis- 
approves of university education for girls 
and still more emphatically of fetmale 
teachers for boys. He says: “Men 
should no more learn to think as women 
do, than women should mould their 
thoughts and their natures after the pat- 
tern of the masculine temperament.” 
The sort of woman which the colleges 
turn out here he dubs the “third sex,” 
and he includes in this category the 


“American Lusiness woman,” for whom | 


he has a special dread. He descants on 
the frequency of unhappy marriages in 
the United States, and says: “Almost 
always it is the woman who {a respon- 
tible for the bankruptcy.” He thinks 
that co-education is largely responsible 
for ill-fitted matches and for the disil- 
lusionment that follows. About the 
American gisl he says: “The absolute 
joy she brings into the family simply 
because she has takea the trouble to be 
born is keener in America than any- 
where else in the world.” Then he de- 
scribes how she is spoiled by everybody, 
how no duties, only privileges, are im- 
posed upon her, how she becomes utterly 
selfish and never loves, but only grac 
ously permits others to love her. “Thi 
Worship of self, raised to the standard 
of a moral principle, is the outcome of 
the absolute independence wherein the 
American girl is brought up by her fam- 
ily.” Le Roux considers the circum: 
stances surrounding the socicty debut of 
our girls shameful and in wretched taste. 
He saya: “The American girl, face to face 
with her conscience, docs not recognize 
anywvery pressing duty cxacept toward 
herself.” He thinks, however, she is 
better educated and the intellectual su- 
pee of the American man, owing to a 
jonger intellectual training and to favor 
ing outward cireumetances, and thinks 
this deplorable for the whole country 
He discusses at length her disinclination 
to marry, and drawa very far-reaching 
conclusions. Me says: “Is motherhood 
x bondage or a joy for woman? Dor: 
the individual owe more to society 
or to himself? History answers: To'so 
ciety. The third sex answers: To one’s 
self.” He goes somewhat extensively 
into the question of the increasing ster 
ility of the American woman, and says: 
“Such Is the moral ruin to which Is con 
demned any society wherein woman ha: 
usurped the place that belongs to man. 
And he saya Americans of the. olde: 
stock are “deluded as to the destiny of 
their race" and that “all the great 
qualities handed down to us from the past 
are being wiped out mercilessly under the 
porren’ of gold, the — of feminine 
gride, ang feminine fi ness.” _ The 

Meh dtohad, 1 apectal dread 
and thinks she is a “blackmailer” if rhe 
has the chance. To the “Restless We 
man” he devotes a whole chapter. Hc 
says: “Wherever fate gives the weak ¢ 
chance to rule, they take unfair advan 
tege.”

Mr, Borden argued that, taking the 
capital stock and bond-issulng power, 
it amounted ‘to 2 capitalization’ of fifty- 
five thousand per mile, more than 
double the estimated cost of the greater 
portion of the road.

Dake in Moving the Second Reading Used 
the Arguments Previously Uttered in 
the Commens by Mr. George Wynd- 

ham, the Irish Secretary — Bill in 
the Nature of a Treaty of Peace—Vis- 
count Hampdon’s Attack. 


London, Aug. 3.—The Duke of Dev- 
onshire moved the second reading of 
tho Trish land bill in the House of 
Lords to-day. He urged the same 
arguments in favor of the necessity 
for passing the mcasure as were pre- 
viously uttered by Mr. George Wynd- 
bam, the Irish Sceretary, in the 
House of Commons. The Duke de- 
clared that the Government was con- 
fident that the expenditure of the 
$60,000,000 provided in the bill 
would be fully compensated for by 
economics in the judicial machinery 
and the reducing in the police ox- 
penses, which. the. adoption. of . the 
measures would render possible. In 
conclusion’ the. speaker declared that 
the House of Lords could not sub- 
stantially alter the bill,.as adopted 
ly the House of Comnions, without 
serious risk Of losing it’ altogether. 
The bill was in the nature of a 
treaty or instrument of peace, and al- 
though jt would be rash to predict 
that it would prove a final settle 
ment of the Irish question serious 
alteration would release the ‘con- 
tracting partics from the obligations 
that were mutually undertaken. Nev- 
er before, he said, had the represen- 
tatives of the various interests con- 
cerned asked Parliament to sanction 
a settlement, the main principles of 
which they had themselves suggest- 
ed. 

One of its stoutest opponents was 
Viscount Hampdon, Liberal, who 
characterized it as thoroughly mis- 
chivvous and corrupt. He sald it 
would result in a land war more 
fierce, thus embittered, than any 
which preceded it. Tho discussion 
Wax concluded soon after midnight, 
when the bilk was passed to s sccond 
reading without division.

hundred cubic metres—and the 
small basket which were soon to 
take us up in the alr. 

+ All the “‘eclat,” the ceremonial, and 
the emotional “good-byes”" that usual- 
ly accompany the “let her go!” of a 
balloon, were totally lacking when! the 
“Rolla” left the earth. The start was 
effected in a quiet and business-like 
manner, and the act seemed so natural 
to the people who were helping us off, 
that their demeanor on this occasion 


- bad a beneficial and soothing effect on 


my excited nerves. 

A few minutes after midnight, when 
the last little sacks of sand ballast had 
been hung out over the edge of our 
wicker-basket, when a final glance had 
been given to the ropes, the net, the 


- Valve, etc.—with a careless “au revoir’ 


from the foreman of the gas-works, 
and a parting joke from the “‘cocher” 
who had driven us there—the dark 
forms, whose hands were holding us 
Gown, silently stepped back, and with 
a gentle and graceful swing the “Rol- 
la” started off on its sixth ascension. 

Had we taken with us another small 
sack of ballast, our balloon could not 
have left the earth. In other words, 
itz ascensional force was almost bal- 
anced by the weight It was expected to 
Carry. After rising about a hundred 
yards, and finding a trifle cooler cur- 
rent, which slightly condensed the gas, 
the “Rolla” ceased to ascend. We were 
met by a gentle breeze from the north- 
west, and began to cross Paris, a cou- 
ple of hundred feet above the city. 

It would take the pen of a Carlyle to 
describe our mysterious. filght over 
Paris at midnight. The impression 
was so startling that for an hour we 
never spoke above a whisper. 

Owing to the increasing coolness ot 
the atmosphere, our balloon had a 
slight, though constant, tendency to 
descend. ‘But we easily kept our alti- 
tude by occasionally throwing over- 
board a spoonful or two of ballast. 

After ascertaining that we would not 
come in contact with the towers of 
Notre Dame or the sharp edges of the 
Eiffel Tower, we decided to keep the 
same distan and let the breeze do 
the rest. 

At out feet Party 1s breathing, like a 
monster with a mililon eyes. 

On the right, at the very top of 
Montmartre, and looming up in the 
glow that surrounds it, stands the 
white basilica of the Sacred Heart, 
with its colossal marble statue of the 
Redeemer watcuing over the city. 

The great boulevards roll out In ev- 
ery direction Uke ribbons of fire; we 
can héar, as we sall over them, the 
muffied rumbling of a thousand car- 
tlages, and we watch them as they 
dodge each other in thelr complicated 
course. : 

A cry, @ call, from time to time, 
reaches our ears; but the others are 
fost in the mighty silence above us. 

“There is the Opera,” whispers the 
awner, as he points to a square sil- 
houette, bathed In a lake of electric 
ight. 

I seem to have no fear, merely the 
Sensation of relief that follows an ir- 
revocable decision; with the feeling 
that we are tasting a forbidden fruit, 
breaking some divine and primeval 
law. All our faculties are concentrated 
in our eyes, and they feast on this 
wonderful sight. 

“Those dark pits that dot the sur- 
face of Paris are gardens,” explains the 
owner, “innumerable private parks; 
and most Parisians live and die with- 
out ever suspecting thelr existence.” 

We cross the Place de Ja Bastile, 
soaring above the bronze column, with 
its proud little Victory, whose useless 
wings of metal seem childish and a bit 
ridiculous as we pass on. 

A long and purple fissure that cuts 
the city in twain marks the Seine, long 
before we reach it. The “Rolla” feels 
the cool current that rises above the 
waters. A few handfuls of sand 
thrown.overboard, and we resume our 
former position. 

Our eyes are now? accustomed to 
these weird and unusual effects, and 
few details of the picture escape us. 
{n the distance another bright spot, 
Bulller, the students’ ball, in the heart 
of the Latin quarter. That obscure 
mass beyond it must be the Luxem- 
bourg and its gardens. 

Here we leave the dome of the Pan- 
theon on our right. Below us the 
lights are gradually thinning out; we 
fre passing over the crowded “fau- 
bourgs,” where thousands of poor and 


_ red human beings are resting in their 


sleep. 

“An ocean of darkness and silence 
opens up before us; we sail Into it. 
The breeze freshens, and the glowing 
blaze of Paris soon fades away in the 
distance, 

From now on the minutes drag, in 
the mysterious night that surrounds 
us, and every moment Js heavy with 
anxiety; not a round but the awful 
voice of everlasting silence. Those 
hours are endless, really hard to live, 
until at last the gray dawn steps out 
of the horizon. 

Wature begins to awaken, and, with 
the first gleam of daylight, slowly the 
wrorld comes back to life.

* We are now close to the little hamict 
of Uri, and the volce of a cuckoo-clock 
tells us the hour, as ‘it pipes up In the 
breeze its five double notes. 

“The temperature is very even,” re- 
marks the captain, “and there is no 
danger of it rising or falling unexpect- 
edly, at least for an hour or more. We 
might as well travel with the guide- 
rope, and skip along close to the 
earth.” 


"He slips the line overboard and low- 
ers it carefully to the ground. 

The guide-rope, though a mere cable, 
about two hundred ‘feet in length, is a 
very delicate instrument, and, after the 
anchor, the most Important accessory 
to a balloon. When in operation, one 
end of the rope is attached to the 
basket, and a quarter or a fifth of its 
Jength is allowed to drag on the sur- 
face of the earth, where it regulates 
automatically the alr-ship's aerostatic 
equillbrium. messe >> 

If the balloon has a tendency to fall, 
@n additional portion of the gulde-rope 
drops on the ground. Instantly ~ the 
“Rolla” is relieved of that much 
weight, and soon resumes its former 
altitude, . 

On the other hand, should the ten- 
dency be to rise, the extra amount of 
rope that it hauls up with it means for 
the “Rolla” a few pounds more to car- 
ry, and it gradually falls back to its 
original position. . 

It has also the serious advantage of 
saving gas, and sand ballast c.: well. 

“That modest young fellow } 1 met 
at dinner the other night,” rer: ks the 


captain, “uses the gulde-r +: with 
great success as part of the -cering- 


gear of his new ‘acronef,’ the “Santos- 
Dumont V." re all expéct to hear 
within a few weeks that Santos-Du- 


mont has solved the great problem of 
serial navigation.” 

The farmers, who cannot understand 
this new method of locomotion, are all 
eager to tug at the gulde-rope, think- 
ing we have decided to land. 

“No, no; leave it alone!" shouts the 
owner. “We are simply out for a pro- 
menade!”* 

The children, who are playing scare- 
crow with the ravenous birds In the or- 
chards, scream with astonishment and 
delight. An old woman. folds her 
hands over her mouth like a mega- 
phone and asks: 

“Where the devil are you going like 
that?” < 

“To the moon.” 

“Ha! ha! Bon voyage!” 

A flock of sheep stampedes at the 
elght of our shtdow moving upon the 
earth, and disappears In a cloud of 
dust. 

We glide peacefully over meadows 
and swamps, clearing hedges anid 
trees, dragging the guide-rope behi:3 
us. As we pass over a lake in the pork 
of an {ideal country seat, we see the 
“Rolla” reflected in the clzar waters 
below. 

Even at this moderate he'gzht, the 
farms look like children’s playhouses, 
with thelr curly little turbs, their 
wooden horses and paint:d cows; and 
as we approach c curve In the railroad 
track, ao train of cars puffs ny ‘ire a 
mechanical toy, and whistlea a friend- 
ly salute. 

Here the captain calls my atientlon 
te a dark line of clouds in the north- 
west. 

Yesterday's “Herald” predicted a de- 
pression within the next twenty-four 
hours—evidently a storm 1s creeping up 
behind us. But the same wind Is driv- 
ing us on, and we hope to keep out of 
its reach, even if we have to rise up In 
the heavens above it. 

“If our balloon obeys az it should, 
we will soon have some fun,” says the 
captain, as we reach the firat trees of 
a thick fcrest. 

The “Rolla” 1% so sensitive that by 
merely hauling In a few yarda of the 
gulde-rope, we gently descend on the 
tops of the trees, lightly skipping from 
one to the other; we brush by un elm, 
2 poplar, or an ash, and pick og 
pass thelr fresh green leaves. 3 

This weird performance Js fasvinat- 
ing beyond words, I have pever heard 
of a “promenade” on the crest of a 
forest, and I wonder now and then if 1 
am dreaming. . 

Buch accuracy of movement is only 
Possible with a very small balloon, in 
the early hours of the day, and with a 
perfectly even temperature. Of course, 
it is always dangerous, as the slightest 
mistake would lead to a hopeless dis- 
aster. 

Suddenly, while crossing a deep ra- 
vine, the coolness of the alr drags us 
down. The rocky banks of the torrent 
are upon us. 

I open my mouth to offer a mild ob- 
Section, when a hatful of ballast goes 
overboard; we Instantly shoot up In 
the alr, and, before I can realize whit 
has occurred, the barometer marks six 
and seven thousand feet. 

“From on high one appreciates to 
thelr full! human things, and it is only 
necessary to have reacked lofty altl- 
tudes to know the smallness of what- 
cver appears great.”—Alf. de Vigny. 

I shall never forget this first and 
sudden leap to such terrifying altl- 
tudes, I thought we would never stop 
rising, and stood breathless as I saw 
the earth leave us, sink In at the cen- 
ter, and swell out at the horizon lke a 
bowl. : 

Which of us has not often followed 
with delighted eyes the majestic flight 
of the clouds, and longed for thelr Hb- 
erty and thd freedom of thelr voyages 
in the skles? 

Rolled in heavy masses by the winds 
that drive them on, they move peace- 
fully in the sunlight Nke a feet of 
sombre ships with prows of solid gold. 
Now bunched together in small and 
graceful groups, thin and sleek !Nke 
birds of passage, they fly swiftly with 
the breeze—iridescent and translucent, 
Uke huge opals picked from the trea- 
sures of heaven, or sparkling with im- 
maculate candor, ike the snow the 
winds harvest on the crest of inacces- 
sible sierras and carry off on their ins 
visible wings.

Up to their glitte:ing realm we rise, 
and, cutting through the impalpable 
vapor, we reach the upper spheres of 
everlasting starlight and sunshine 
where begin the llmits of the empyr- 
ean, that mysterioun’zone, visited only 
by the queen bee, once In her lifetime, 
On the day df-her “nuptial filght.” 

The varied emotions” of our trip 
above the clouds are zimply superhu- 
man, but the owner does not to 
enjoy them: . 

'“A fellow can't be amused up here. 
Let's go down.” A 

I know he Is longing to play with 
the trees again; but before I can an- 
Swer, the valye-rope is jerked, and we 
drop two.or three thousand feet. 

Looking up through the open appen- 
dix, I can see the interfor of the bal- 
loon, the valve-rope ‘hanging in the 
center, and watch the valve open and 
close at. the top. 

‘We are now traveling with the wind 
at a speed of forty miles an hour, but 
we feel no motion whatever. The hills, 
the meadows, the hamlets, rush toward 
us In a mad race, as If driven by the 
mighty hand of God. 

The world looks like a painted atlas, 
with every little detail carefully 
marked, As I compare It with the 
military map in my hands, I cannot 
tell which is the better of the two; 
and, moreover, at this-altitude, they 
seem both the same size. 

The captain ts throwing out ballast 
—quite a lot, it seems to me. But the 
barometer {s still falling. Down we 
go, and in a moment we are close 
to’earth agein. Half a dozen peasants 
are harvesting fn the grain-fields, 

“Captain! we are dead birds this 
time!” 

“Not yet,” replies the owner, “but be 
Sure before we touch ground to swing 
up on the hoop above you, or the shock 
might break your legs.” 

The advice is worth following. No- 
sooner said than done, and the basket, 
after kicking off the top of a haystack. 
drops in the midst of the dumbfounded 
farmers, . 

Relieved for a second of ita weight, 
the “Rolla” bounds ahead. More bal- 
last files out, and we are off on another 
trip to the clouds. 

Exposed, as it is, alternately to th: 
burning rays of the sun and the nu- 
merous cool currents that we meet on 
our way, the “Rolla” soon becomes 
flighty and hard to control. A few 
minutes later we are not two hundred 
feet over the meadow. 

Another rise, without apparently any 
cause for it, and soon we are falling 
again; this time-over the ancient city 
of Sens, with its beautiful cathedral in 
the center, around which the quaint 
old houses are huddled, and held closa 
together by a belt of green boulevards. 

As I wonder how we would look Im- 
paled on that sharp Gothic steeple, a 
dozen pounds of ballast sends us sky- 


ward like a rocket. 
s 


It was now ten o'clock. We had tra- 
veled, by actual measurement on the 
map, two hundred and eighty kilo- 
meters. The heat was increasing ra- 
Pidly, and the sensitive bubble over 
our heads had become more erratic 
than ever. Down it would drop a few 
thousand {cet, If a cloud happened to 
darken the sun, and then up three or 
four thousand, as soon as the cloud 
had passed on. 

This constant “bobbing” up and down 
at a terrific pace, added to the heat and 
the lack of sleep, waa gradually teliing 
on our nerves, Ten hours In a basket, 
under such circumstances, Is xbout as 
much as any ordinary man can stand. 
Without wasting any time in Idle dis- 
cussion, we decided to atterrir—in oth- 
er words, to land, os soon as the neces- 
sary arrangements for this important 
operation had been completed. 

The “Rolla” was then at nine *hou- 
sand feet; we had lost the wind un our 
way up, and below, in the west, the 
stornt was rapidly gaining on us. 

We had still four sacks of sand bal- 
last of the nine we had taken up with 
us, Every knot that held them to the 
basket (ras carefully examined—a pre- 
caution of vital {mportance, as we 
would soon be above the clouds agala 
if any of them escaped us In the varied 
incidents that might attend our de- 
scent. The lunch-basket and our conts 
were also securely fastened, and the 
anchor partly unlashed and made rea4y 
to be dropped. 

I held the barometer, with eyes glaed 
upon its face, ready to call out our 
future altitudes. My companion, with 
the valve-rope In his right and the bal- 
fast-spoon within reach, was atlll gaz- 
{ng earnestly at the flelds in tte dis- 
tance, where we hoped we might stand 
allve a few minutes later. 

Not a word had been spoken ©r some 
time, when the captain sald: 

“Our landing. I think, will te a hard 
one—I dislike the way those trees are 
scattered beyond that narrow ‘valley. 
We never should have abowed the 
storm to reach our heels—bit it has to 
go now——" and his han¢ gives the 
valve-rope a long and heary, pull.

A peasant, mowing near by, hears 
our cries; he drops his scythe, and, 
kicking off his wooden shoes, tugs at 
the guide-rope lustily. 

The anchor has found a soft spot, 
suddenly the cable tightens, and our 
aerial trip is ended. 

By this time a few excited villagers 
have come to the rescue from the 
neighboring fields. 

As we crawl from under the tangled 
mass of net-work and rigging, o ter- 
rorized child falls in a fit at the sight 
of this unusual performance, roliing in 
the grass and screaming with fright.

(s going on jthere, says The New York }; 
fribune. — Upon) lines that Dr. 8. Weir 
Mitchell suggested, Dr,"Simon Flexnor_ 
and Dr. Hideyo Noguchi have deen study- 
ing at the university for two years tho 
venom of cobras, rattlesnakes and other 
polsonous reptiles. Highly interesting aro 
the experiments that in the course of 
thelr work these! two scientists havo 
made. They believe that it is possible in 
time to discover for each kind of venom 
an antidote. / 

The choroforming of a snake and the 
extraction of its polson while {t lies un- 
consclous are'an operation frequently 
performed and Intoresting to see. The 
lasso about 
the middle, The lasso is a leather loop at 
the end of @ stick like a broomstick, and 
the tightening of the loop holds the snake 
securely, After it is caught, its head ts 
pinned down: to a table with a notched 
stick that is: pressed upon {ts neck. A 
tube one and one-half inches in diamoter 
containing a sponge saturated with 
chloroform {s slipped over the snake's 
head, as B glove is sli over a finger, 
and goon reptile Is unconscious. An 
assistant then seizes it by the neck, 
and slips the efige of a saucer under ite 
upper jaw in such %# manner as to elevate 
the two fangs. These fangs now lic, as 
it-were. upon the saucer. The operator 
takes them one at a time, between the 
thumb and forefinger of his right hand, 
and strips them forward—squeezea them, 
that Is . from the base to the tip— 
and thus all their venom. is extracted. 
This venom, yellow, and of the thickness 
of molasses, runs out upon the saucer, 
and it is gathered in a vial and sealed 


tn the experiments with live animals 
that the unlveraity carries, it 1s thought 
beat to Inject the venom hypodermically, 
rather than to allow the anake Itself to 
Go the Injecting Jn the ordinary manner 
with its fangs, because a snake docs not 
always strike effectively. Sometimes it 
falls to elevate its fangs sufficiently to. 
inject into {ts victim more than a drop 
or two of venom. Sometimes it strikes 
flercely and its teeth are actually fasten- 
ed for a moment In the animal's flesh, 
but the fangs are doubled backward, and 
not a d: of venom is Injected Into the 
wound. Yet, to all appearances, the bite 
has been a terrible one, and an experi- 
menter, administering to the wounded 
animal a certain antidote, would: decide 
that this antidote was a marvelously 
potent one—would hold It to have cured 
tho animal immediate}y—when, ax a mat- 
ter of fact, there would have been noth- 
ing the matter with the animal from the 
beginning. 

small animals the effect of a small 
do3o of venom is almost immediately 
fatal. A pigeon, for instance, on recely- 
ing an Injection of three or four drops, 
walks a fow steps, crouches, gasps, rolia 
over on {ts side und in one or two min- 
utes, sometimes in less than one minute, 
is stone dead. 
On a larger animal, ruch as a dog, the 
polson does not act so powerfully. A 
thirty-one pound bull terrier was lowered 
into © ratUesnake'’s cage and wax bitten 
on the right leg. near the thigh.

The dog whined 
a little after it was drawn up, moped a 
while. and fn fifteen minutes was xo weak 
that it had to He down.

‘This action hax often been credited 
to the beheaded rattlesnake, but usually 
witha tical sneer. Professor Brewer, 
of Yale. claimed that years ago he waa 
In California and had his tripod and other 
surveyor’s instruments In the field. Step- 
ping along In the bushes be felt a move- 
ment under his feet, and found that he 
was standing on a four and one-half foot 
rattlesnake—« large, vicious and fighting 
fellow. Bat the snake was so pinioned 
that he could not atrike the thick boot 
that held him fast. Professor Hrewer 
held that rattlesnake’s head down with 
his tripod and cut it off. Then he cut off 
hia rattles. Stepping nalde, he maw the 

y of the snake, partly colled, Iying 
very still, Taking out bis rule to men. 
sure {ts length, the professor took bold 
of the rerpent to straighten him out. 

“Quick as an electric shock,” sald Pre 
fessor Rrewer, “that headless snake 
brought the neck over and struck a hord 
blow upon the back of my hand.” He 
added: “IT knew that hin head was of 
and that he could not polson me, but 
that quick and hard blow of the rattler 
made my hair stand on end”

Archambault on Jan. 4th, 1899, and 
reverted to him on the 15th of June 
next following: that the charge that 
Robert’ Bruce Johnston was not in 
any sense acting for or on behalf 
of Mr. Loy in the transaction, but 
that he represented that he acquircd 
the property for commercial pur- 
poses, and that when he parted with 
the property Mr. Loy believed tho 
statement to be true, and therefore 
there had been no violation of the 
act respecting the Senate and tho 
House of Commons, The committee 
further found that the assessment 
rotl was no definite criterion of tha 
true value of property in Valley- 
field, that the price paid did not ex- 
ceed the real value of the property, 
that ot the time the Crown did not 
Possess any property in Valleyfield 
available and suitable for the — pur- 
pose, and, finally, that the sworn 
statement by Mr. Loy had not been 
contradicted in any particular, - on 
the contrary, that it had been cor- 
roborated by the other witnesses 
having knowledge of the facts.

London, Aug, 5.—The agreement 
,betwoon the Admiralty, the Board of 
Trade, the Postmaster-General and 
the €unard Steamship Company, 
dated July 30, is assured in a Par- 
liamontary paper last evening. All 
the company’s steamships between 
Liverpool, New York, Boston, tho 
Mediterannean ports and Havre, in- 
cluding the new steamships, which 
will have a speed of 20 to 24 knots 
an hour, will be at the disposal of 
the Admiralty for hire or purchase 
in’ the event of war. ‘Tho vessels 
must be maintained under the Brit- 
ish flag and managed witout any 
undue increase in freight charges or 
undue preference against British sub- 
jects. ‘The masters, officers and en- 
gineers of all the vessels must al- 
Ways be British subjects and the 
same condition applies to three 
fourths of the crew. 

The company is not allowed to sell 
gny vessel whose spocd is 17 knots 
and upwards without the consent of 
the Government. ‘The company must 
maintain the gun mountings, cte., 
ready for use. For these concessions 
the Government agrees to subsidize 
the new vessels at $375,000 per year 
each. ‘The loan of $13,000,000 which 
Will bear interest at 22 per cent., 
and is to be repaid in 20 annual in- 
stalluonts, will rank as the first 
charge in the whole Cunard ficet, and 
Will be secured by debentures. The 
agreement provides for a reduction 
in the subsidy for the new steam- 
ships in the case of their failure to 
attain a minimum speed of 233 
kuots.

Hamilton, Aug. 5.—Hon. William 
Proudfoot, former Vice-Chancellor of 
the Ontario Court-of Chancery, died 
at his summer home hero ycsterday 
morning. He had been ill about a 
Week. The funcral will take place to- 
day at 3 p.m. 

Sketeh of His Career. 

Hon. William Proudfoot was born 
near Errol, in Perthshire, Scotland, 
Noy. 9, 1823, therefore, had he lived 
until November next he would have 
completed his cighty years. He came 
to Canada with his parents in 1832, 
and was cducated in London by his 
father, the late Rev. William Proud- 
foot. He tured his attention — to 
law, studicd’ in the office of Messrs. 
Blake & Morrison, and in 1849 was 
called to tho bar. Ho practised for 
a short time in Toronto, and then 
accepted the appointment of Master 
and Deputy Registrar of the Court 
of Chancery in Hamilton. Three years 
later ho resigned and entered into 
partnership with Messrs. Freeman & 
Craigie, taking exclusive charge of 
the equity business of the firm until 
1862, when he withdrew, and devot- 
ed himself entircly to equity. 

The Ontario Government created 
him a Q,C. in 1872, but he declined 
a confirmation of the appointment 
by the Dominion Government. In 
May, 1874, he was appointed Vicc- 
Chancellor of the Court of Chancery, 
which office he held until he retired 
from the bench in May, 1890, Mr. 
Proudfoot was twice married.

Of 670 cases treated during the 
Ee nineteen years in an English home 
or inebriate women, only eleven were 
beer-drinkers, and thirty-six habitual

whiskey. The ct that so many of irene 
women were whiskey-drinkers is ascribed 
he the writer to the frequent 
tion of this liquor by doctors. He saya: 

o of late years doctors have very 
largely avoided recommending alcohol to 
their patients at all, when they do pre- 
scribe any it is whiskey. If a man or 
woman of middle age feels twinges of 
gout or rheumatism, the medical attend- 
ant very often advises the givin up of 
the glaas of aherry or claret which the 
patient has been in the habit of taking, 
and. substituting a little whiskey and 
soda-water. From the profession the 
pu have learned to believe that whis- 
key is the ‘safest’ of all spirits, with re- 
sults very advantageous to distillers. 
These figures, which tell the temptation 
toe which six hundred inebriate women 
succumbed, make one’doubt if the ad- 
vice is equally good for the public. It is 
truo that the doctors recommend only ‘s 
little’ stimulant, and may even specify 
the quantity, but they have no guaran- 
tea that their limitations are adhered to. 
The warmth of'the spfrit not merely in- 
duces a pleasant sense of well-being, but 
may even give a temporary relief from 
pain. This tempts the patient to return 
to it when the pain comes back. The 
doctor is not told of this extra indulg- 
ence, and the patient consoles horself 
with the notion that whiskey is ‘so 
sale’ Neither wine nor beer 

ves the temporary alleviation sought, 

ut spirits do, and the notion that whis- 
key is not conducive to the development 
of any disease is a temptation to take it, 
This is a point which medical men might 
do well to consider. ey may save 
their patients from falling if they can 
assure them that whiskey-drinking will 
cause some diseasc. But it is of no use 
to warn them of the risk of acquiring 
the habit of inebriety. That only gives 
offence, and does little good, for no one 
realizes tlcir susceptibility to that temp 
tation until, unhappily, it is too late.”

One day 
when Lord Dufferin was Governor-Gener 
al of Canada the Countess was to be “at 
home” to receive visitors. She and Lady 
Harriet Fletcher sat in state;. but no 
body came! At 5 o'clock Lord Dufferin 
came home, and his wife remarked that 
not @ single soul had called to see them 
The servant was duly questioned, and if 
turned out he had replied “not at home’ 
to every caller. The visitors’ book re- 
vealed the fact that the callers were 101 
in number, so Lady Dufferin promptly 
sat down and wrote 104 letters of ex: 
Flanation and apology. 

Dr. Mublenberg, the well-known hymn 
writer, made his home in later yeara at 
St. Luke’s Hospital, New York, of whica 
he was the founder.

Largest Hanging Beli. 

What Is perhaps the largest hanging 
bell in the world is to be seen in Man- 
dalay, This is the Mingun bell, on the 
right bank of the Irawadl, almost 
opposite the city of Mandalay. This 
immense bell measures as follows: 
Helght to crown, 12 feet; diameter at 
the lip, 16 feet 3 inches; thickness of 
metal, from 6 to 12 inches. It weighs 
about elghty tons and is suspended on 
three massive round beams of teak 
placed horizontally the one over the 
other, their ends resting on two pillars 
of cnormous size, composed of mason- 
ry and large upright teak posts. This 
bell was cast at the end of the elght- 
eenth century under the superintend- 
ence of the relguing king.

The only sounds were 
the throbbing of the engine and tl 
riffle of the water against the yach's 
bows. These seemed to soothe the ndal- 
pluased prisoner, and though he cald 
not sleep, he was wafted Into a stat of 
reverie, in which, as not infrequatly 
happens, the perceptive facultley Were 
more keenly alive and {ntultlon Kcame 
more penetrating thin could © pos- 
eible in tho course of norma} mental 
processes, 

This was the Sth of Augut. Fern- 
croft was to have retarned y the mills 
on the 14th. And why ha¢ the latter 
date been fixed upon? Beduse on the 
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lsth some *hirteen thousand and odd 
dollars were to be paid out to the Eel 
River Lumber Company's men—saw- 
yers, mill-hands, teamsters, .lumber- 
men, raftsmen, tugmen and other em- 
ployees—representing the earnings of 
many months.

BO e brought disconfiture, for the 
sligitest wa ould have washed the 
deck of his low-set, waterlogged craft, 


dgtroying his small stock of food, 
yhich might yet be so necessary, and 
siding discomfort to peril by drenching 
als garments. 

The sun beat down from a cloudless 
sky and back again from the mirror- 
like surface of ‘the Inke. After five 
hours of hard, unremitting toll, Fern- 
croft had mude scarce ro many miles. 
He was commencing to give up heart, 
when the red sails of a Mackinaw 
boat, flapping Idly off the shore of the

How Spielman and 
his confederates became possessed of 
their information about the money was 
not suspected till it was recalled that a 
mall-bag had beep stolen from the Eel 
River post-office about six weeks prior 
to the date of the projected robbery. 
Amongst the letters In that bag was 
one in which reference was’ made to 
the approaching pay-day. 

As the result of his pluck, Ferncroft 
had the satisfaction of thwarting the 
further plans of the robbers, They, 
however, made good thelr escape, 
jumped their boat at the “American 
Soo,” ere the slow-golng authorities 
had got ‘the chase well under way, and 
disappeared ax completely as if the 
Great Lakes had swallowed them up.

London, Aug. 7.—The agreement of 
the International Marine Company 
With the British, Admiralty and. ‘the

Ottawa, Aug. 7.—Consideration of 
the resolution fixing the salarics of 
the members of the Railway Commis- 
sion in the Iouse yesterday brought 
about a gencral discussion as to the 
salaries af commissioucrs, judges and 
Ministers. Those who spoke thought 
that these officials are not suflicient- 
ly paid. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in presenting 
the resolution, said tho salaries were 
the highest paid by the Government, 
higher than those of the chicf jus- 
tices, and higher than the salaries of 
Ministers. It had, however, been 
strongly argued that the time had 
arrived for a revison’of the salaries 
of judges. In view of the importance 
of tho duties to be discharged by the 
comunissioncrs, the salaries woro not 
at all unreasonable. 

Tho salary, of $10,000 to the chair- 
man of the commission was not out 
of proportion to that paid to high 
officials in the railway service. Ano- 
ther thing was that while judges held 
their positions permanently, the 
chairman of the Railway Commission 
only held office for ten years. The 
salaries of the other two commis- 
sioners, $8,000 a year coach, and the 
secretary, $4,000, was, he considered, 
fair, The Prime Minister said no 
choice of commissioners had yet been 
made. 

Mr. Maclean asked if there was any 
Prospect of having the farming por- 
tion of the population represented on 
the commission. 

“I understand that it is tho inten- 
tion to have the farming community 
represented,”’ Sir Wilfrid replied. 

Mr, Monk asked if tho Government

Great Preparations Being Made at Kome 
For Sunday's Function—500 Bells 
Mang Welcome Vor an Hour. 
Rome, Aug. 7.—The attention is 
now centred upon the solemn  coro- 


nation ceremony which will‘ occur on 
Sunday, and for which great prepara- 








tions are being made. The throne 
of St. Peter, which Pius X. will oc- 
cupy, will be surmounted by a cano- 


py 40 fect high. The function will 
consume five hours, 

The Popo has informed the Vatican 
officials that he wishes to be recciv- 
ed on the threshold of the Basilica 
by Cardinal Rainpolla, who, as arch- 
priest of the church, will address the 
formal grectings to him. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony, 
the Pope will confer his blessing up- 
on the people, but it has not been 
decided whether he will do so inside 
the church or from the balcony lIook- 
ing out upon the piazza. It is said 
that Pius is favorable to the latter 
plan, but that the influence of the 
Vatican oMcials is against it, on the 
ground that it might be interpreted 
as a recognition of the present state 
of affaira in Italy. 

The holding of the coronation 
cerenonics in St. Peter's itself repre- 
sents a concession, as in the case of 
Leo, it occurred in the Sistine Cha- 
pel. It is expected that 60,000 tic-

the evils of stock speculation—because 
it Is a convonicnt peg upon which to 
hang the cxpectation of the approval 
of ‘unthinking minds, but never a 
word do we hear in condemnation of 
speculation ju general. Your politl- 
cian und professional! moralist rolls 
the phrases “trading on-a margin” in 
his mouth as a delicious morsel; but 
only, wurk vcu, in Its conucetion with 
stock enterprises, The farmer may 
buy a farin, upon which he can pay 
but one-sixit or less of the purchase 
price in cash—uiving a mortgage on 
tho property to sccure the lender of 
the balance, and it is a strletly mor- 
ul, highly Chelstian proceeding. Not 
“trading on a twuargin.” Oh dear, no! 
Yet if his brother In the elty docs the 
sunu: thing caactly with reference to 
@ stock transaction It Is “trading on 
a margin,” and Is distinctly immoral 
and degencrating, There has been a 
tremendous talk imadc about the loas- 
es incurred In consequence of the 
fall in security values, but never a 
word about the precious guins when 
prices were moving In an opposite 
direction, nor uabuout the losses incur- 
red through ill-advised real estate 
speculations—speculacious, mark you, 
just as aurcly made upon a so-called 
tourginal basis ws the most pronounc- 
ed spvoulutive stock transactlon of 
them all. The simple fact seems to 
be that it bs linpossible to draw the 
lino of demarcation vetween tweedle- 
deo and tweedledum, and this Is a 
condition which will not) admit of 
correction until the people at large 
have greater capacity for-distinguish- 
ing between the truc and the salse, 
and between the right and the wrong. 
The most deplorable fact of the whole 
business Js the amount of {falschood 
und mistepreseniation sown btroad- 
cust, and the unscrupulous efforts 
made tv besmirch the reputations of 
honcrable gentlemen. Within the last 
fow days we have witnessed honor- 
able representatives gravely and 
sagely adyocatiny means of repres- 
sion on the one hand, and on the oth- 
er cndouvoring to “make it warm" 
for the brokers. As to the sugges- 
tion of repression it mayibo sald at 
once that it was nothing more ‘nor 
lesa than  unwiticated: -buncombe, 
offered no doubt as incense to'(but 
mistakenly) political ‘capediency ; but 
wholly insincere. It ls very sdoubt- 
ful. indecd, whether the representa- 
tive lives who would scrivusly under- 
take to abridge, or in any way In- 
terfere with, the jealously-guarded 
right of contract as enjoyed by 
Anglo-Saxon free men from Ofagna 
Charta to the present date; but if 
there is such he will not have to 
exploit his doctrine very far before 
discovering what a gigantic boomer- 
ang he has launched’into spucc, only 
to sez it return and {cel its crushing 
force full in the fuce. it is unnee- 
essary at this time to refer to some 
ether equally ilogleal suggestions

ity as any profession In the Jand. 
Coming to the question of specula-, 
tion In general, it may be sald that- 
in a competitive social ‘system the 

muiuspring of ‘the entire business life 
is essentially speculative, ft iy mere- 
ly au matter of degree. Whether a 
tan ix renting a store and hiring 
help with the purpose of, vending the 
necessaries of life—many of which are 
yerishable—or whether’ he ty ‘laying 
in during suinmer his supply of win- 
ter coal, he is speculating ; somo may 
call ft pradent: foresight, but it! iy 
wpeculating just the same. We have 
known’ {armers to hold’ grain until 
it spolled entirely and became a total 
loss, rather. than take the market’ 
rico. Yet nobody called that specu- 
ating, and yet it would be hard to 
describe lt as anything else. ‘The 
troubles that have comet from recent 
market conditions are not to be at- 
tributed to speculation’ of Itself, but. 
to over-specuiation. It Is the’ same 
trouble which comes tv an oyer- 
gorged stomach and must be relieved 
in the same way, naritly, by dis- 

¥orgement, because it cannot be dl- 
gested. There is probably no human 
attribute or churactcristic whieh does

Zoss Reaches $20,000 and Is Greater” 
Thanat First Metimated—-Twenty Barns 
Were Unroofed und » Score of Wind- 
mills Were Broken Down—Fléh Core 
ricd Inland Somo Distance by Water- 
spout Of the Lake. 


Forest, Aug. 8.—Thé damage done 
by Thursday's cyclone in this local- 
ity is much greater than at first os- 
timated, the total loss being — over 
$20,000, about $12,000 in Piympton 
and $8,000 in’ Warwick. , 

The storm came off Lake Huron in 
the shape of a funnel-shaped — cloud 
and traveled at tremendous: speed. It 
struck jnear the shore in | Pivinpton 
and crossed the northeattern corner 
of that township, then across the 
north end of Warwick, devastating a 
stretch of prosperous farin lands, a 
guile wide and ten miles long, — its 
whole course being marked with daim- 
age to buildings, crops, fences and 
trees. The greater part of the datn- 
age Was done by the terrific — hail 
which accompanied the wind and bat- 
tered the crops into the ground, For- 
tunately the wheat and barley crops 
are harvested, but oats, corn, clover, 
seed and fruit all suffered severely 
Hundreds of acres of oaty just ready 
for cutting were totally destroyed by 
wind and hail, the straw being actu- 
ally pounded into the ground. Corn 
and seed ‘clover fared almost as bad- 
ly, thousands of bushels of | apples, 
pluins and pears were stripped from 
the treex, and in many places the 
trees were uprooted. 

Some twenty barns were unroofed, 
score of wind-imills broken down and 
hundreds of pancs of glass shattered.

In 1762 the rage for ruffs, such a8 are 
scecn on many monumental effigies, be- 
gan to decline.

7 A special meeting of the City Coun- 
cll was called for 4.30 yesterday -af- 
ternoon, and when that hour arrivy- 
ed thero were present Mayor Gra-. 
ham and Ald. McFee, Panter, Chown, 
Sulman, Paterson and Sinclair. 

Acting City Clerk Mikel read the 
notice calling the mecting, and stated 
that he had been unable to notify 
Ald. Marsh, who was out of the city. 
: The Mayor said that, as all the 
mombers had not been notified the 
Council could not Jeyully transact any 
business, but Uhere was no reason 
why the members present could not 
talk over the matter for which they 
wero called together, namely .the 
consideration of matters connceted 
with the rolling mills. Mo under- 
stood that Col. “Lazicr was present 
in that conneclt{on, and he would ask 
him to address the Counell. 


Col. Lazicr’s Remarks, 


Col. Tazier sald he, as 2 citizen of | 


Belleville, was Interested in secing the 
rolling mills started, and detalicd a 
conversution Le had at the Sand- 
banks with Mr. S. J. Hitchie, of Ohio, 
concerning them, ths laiter geutle. 
man being also Interested. The 
Colone] then vutlincd the facts of 
the case, which, bricfly, are as fol- 
lows: A QIir. Carbonneau, of Paris, 
acting for u French syndicate, de- 
sired to purchase tho wills from Mr. 
Kirkwood, and offered $65,000 for 
them. A previous offer of $62,500 had 
becn made and refused. The last of- 
fer Was as high as the syndicate 
would go, though more wav asked:, 
Mr. Kirkwood was willing to sell the 
mills for $05,600 providing tha city 
returned the $2,50 forfeit moncy 
which they now heid. As a meansof 
bringing the parties together and 
eacuring the operation of the mills, 
the Colonc] suggested that the time 
for the forfeiture of the $2,500 in 
question be ‘extended from April 1, 
1903, ‘to Wecember J, 1903. He did 
not think tho $2,500 should stand in 
the way of sccuring the sale and 
ojeration of “the ‘mills. Tho parties 
purchasing the mills would, in’ the 
opinion of their expert, have to ex- 
pend some $20,000 in ordcr to put 
the mills in first-class shape. °

by the ratepayers. How could the 
Council extend the time? 

Col. Lusior said Sr. Kurkwood had 
stated that he would not sell unless 
he got back the $2,500. He (the 
spcuker) belicved the Council had 
power lo extend the time. 

The Mayor referred to the demand 
which had been made to the bank 
to have tho moocy transferred to 
the Sinking fund, but tbe matter, be 
belicved, was still in abeyanee, as 
the bank had not thz opinion of its 
solicitor yet ‘upon / the yinatter, 

Tho City Seliletor stated that he 
did not know whother tha bank had 
yet received the opinion of 3{r, 
Giggar upon the matter. 

Col. Laxior sald he could not see 
what the city would gain by refusing

The Mayor said that all were anx 
fous to have ths mills run, and thoy 
did vot want any more fishing busi- 
ness. Jf the Council Lad the author- 
ity to refund tho monoy, and the 
mills were operated, perhaps the citt- 
zens would not object tu refunding i. 

Col. Lazier—“Give the pariles an- 
other chance to operate the mills.” 

Ald. MeFeo said that If a resolu- 
tion would bo Jegal be would move 
onc to the offect that in’ the opin- 
jon of the Council it would not~ be 
wise to refund the money. He was 
totally opposed to refunding the 
money.

This can be easily managed even ina 
small room by the use of swinging 
rods and draperies, as shown in our 
first illustration, ‘The rods. or poles 
may be obtained in brass or wood and 
may be hung In such a manner that 
they may be pushed to and fro as 
rendily as n door. The draperies are 
suspended from these on brass or 
wooden rings and may be Jooped back 
fn the daytime, but at night hang 
straight down, cutting off the draft 
from the sleeper’s Sead yet giving it 
free access to his lungs. 

A bedroom without a closet—a good 
large closet at that—ls a mistake, but 
fortunately not an Srretrievable one, 
for there are many ways to make up 
for this deficiency, none, of course, 
quite as handy as the genuine recep- 
tacle, 

An arrangement pictured consists of 
four crosswise boards held by two up- 
right ones, the latter forming the sides 
and the others the top and bottom of 
the closet, and two shelves, one for 
hats and the other for shoes, The up- 
per shelf is twelve Inchea deep, the 
lower one ten. This frame, belng 
pushed close to the wall, needs no 
backing. nof is it necessary to screw 
hooks into the wall, as narrow cross 
strips of wood may be nalled across 
the back from upright to upright and 
the hooks put In these. Any preferred 
style of curtain- which barmonizes 
with the other furnishings may be 
hung on a rod across the front, but 
the open back, although the closct Is 
placed against the wall, requires some- 
thing to keep out the dust, and this 
fomcthing can consist of a piece of 
thick Hnen or bedticking tacked close- 
ly over the opening. This may be 
washed when desired. A molding may 
give a finish to the top of the closet 
or the top may be used as still a third 
shelf. Whatever portion of frame is 
visible should+be painted to match 
the woodwork of the room. 

Dressers, as bureaus are now called, 
are made low and wide, and the new- 
est design has the swell front and a 
large round, oval or square mirror.

Displayed Farious Rage and Feroclty— 
Musanlman Inhabitants Are Greatly 
Dismayed—Eight More Battalions Or- 
dered to the Vilayet ef Monastir—Greek 
Peasants Killed — Russian Conse] at 
Monastir Murdered by a Yelicemas. 


‘Constantinople, Aug. 10.—Fresh do- 
spatches from Hilmi Pacha, Inspec- 
tor-General-of the Reform Govern- 
inent, “announce that insurgents in 
large numbers in the District of Cli- 
suci, Vilayet of Monastir, attacked 
the village of Djivarok, near Kas- 
torla, and massacred the inhabit- 
ants, including women and children, 
and then furiously attacked neighbor- 
ing villages, taking many captives, 
some of whom were burned alive, 
Some Greek peasants were also killed 
in one of the Kasas of the Vilayet 
of Monastir, and in the Vilayet of 
Okhridaby insurgents likewise attack- 
ed some Mussulman villages. ‘They 
everywhere displayed rage and {reo- 
city, and the Mussulman inhabitants 
Were greatly dismayed. * 

The Government is taking every 
measure possible to suppress the up- 
rising. Eight more battalions have 
been ordored to the Vilayet of Mona- 
stir. M. Maurocordato, the Greek 
Minister, has made ropresentations to 
the Porte on behalf of the Greck sub-

JULY FRUIT CROP REPORT. 


Apples Seem to Be Fleatiful Throvgheat 
astern Canada. 

Ottawa, Aug, 10.—The July fruit 
trop report of the Dominion Depart- 
aent of Agriculture, just issued, 
says: i 

Weather conditions on the whole 
have been favorable for July, and 
henco there ix no marked change 
since the June report, 

Winter apples will be a full crop

Marseilles, Aug. 10—As Premier 
Combes was returning Yesterday af- 
ternoon to the Prefecture from a 
banquet given by the Friendly So- 
clety of Teachers, two pistol shots 
were fired at the carriage in which 
he was riding. Tho Premicr wag un- 
touched, and none of those accom- 
panying him was hurt.

The Nova Scotia Apple Crop. 

In a letter to the Fruit Division, 
Ottawa, Mr. J. W. Bigelow of Woll- 
ville, N. S., gives the following es- 
timate of this season's apple crop in 
Nova Scotia i—Accordirg to present 
Prospects there will be a full crop of 
Superior apples, giving over 409,000 
barrels for export. Varieties are 
about as_ follows :—Nonpareil, 60,000 
darrels: King, $0,000; Gravenstein, 50,-

Points of Wool 

In judging wool, the following 

points are those of most importance: 

Softness—This is essential in good 


* ficeces, and the want of it is most 


conspicuously noficed, if it is want- 
ing, by examining the woo! on the 
neck, Those ficeces are best which 
abound in a sort of transparent oil, 
which, after growing to the end of 
the staple of the wool, attracts the 
dust and gives the outside of the 
fleece when on the sheep a darkish, 
dirty appearance. This oily matter 
is of service in hastening the growth 
of the fleece, and in imparting soft- 
ness, elasticity end strength to the 
wool. 

Soundness, or strength of fibre, 1s 
angndispensable quality in wool. A 
want of this invariably reveals itself 
along the ridges of the back, where 
there is a sort of division between the 
wool of gach side. To test it, pull a 
lock or staple from this part, hold 
to one end in ¢ach hand, and give it 
a strong, steady pull. If the strands 
break, the whole fleece is.lacking in 
soundness. This want of soundness 
is generally caased by bad feeding. 

Fulness means the closeness with 
which the locks of wool grow togceth- 
er. Before opening the fleeces of 
sheep possessing the quality in perfee- 
tion, oaly a fine thin lime of skin 
will be sees around each lock of 
wool. If defective, the space between 
“the locks will be larger. 

Freeness—This implies that the in- 
dividual locks of wool, as also their 
individual fibres, are not entangled, but 
perfectly senarate and distinct. ‘The 
wool on being opened in a well-bred 
sheep should at apart under the 
hands clear and unbroken. A want of 
freeness will show most plainly along 
the ridge of the back.—C. G. Freer- 
Thonger, in Farm and Home (Eng.). 


Apple Blight. 

A number of reports from widely 
separated districts, complaining of the 
Tavages:of the apple blight, have been 
received by the Fruit Division, Otta- 
wa. Mr. Peter Anderson, Hepworth, 
Ont. thus describes the situation in his 
locality==“Apples, both early and win- 
ter, are sufferiug from a new disease 
here. A blight struck the blossoms 
when ir. full bloom and withered them 
as if they had been scorched by fire. 
It is now withering the small twigs 
and limbs in the same way. The tops 
of the trees Jook as if fire had been 
applied io about one-half of the smal- 
ler branches until the Icaves were all 
crisp and brown, and even the wood, 
as far as this extends, is evidently 
dead.” Mr. Arch. MacColl, Aldboro, 
Ont. writes that many orchards in his 
locality. are almost completely ruined 
by blight, and that many trees will have 
to cut out, 

It is difficult to explain the origin 
of this trouble, but it is evidently of a 
bacterial nature. It appears to live 
over the winter just in the margin of 
the affected part, near the healthy 
wood. and not in other parts of the 
tree ur in the soil. Mr. W. T. Ma- 
zoun of the Experimental Farm agrees 
with Mr. MacKinnon, Chief of the 
Fruit Division, that the only remedy 
is to cut out the blighted branches well 
below the affected part, say one foot 
below any appearance of blight. The 
knife used for this purpose should be 
thoroughly cleaned or Sterilized beiore 
beiyg again used on healthy wood It 
is fortunate that the disease some- 
timss dies out of its own accord, es- 
ecially in the case of the body blight. 
t ig said to be conveyed from tree to 
sree by bees and insects, which would 
account for the great increase at blos- 
soming time. ‘The blight appears to 
develop very rapidly. and the maximum 
arsount of damage is done almost as 
seon as the attack becomes noticeable. 
{¢ will probably be found, that the fall 
is the best time to cut out the affect- 
td wood, as the damage will not be 
much; if any, greater then than at 
present, and in the fall one may mabe 
sure of getting all the blighted por- 

ons, 

As anything which stimulates an 
andue growth of succulent wood is 
sonducive to blight, it would be well 
‘or the orchardist to cultivate and man- 
are so as to produce a medium growth 
of strong healthy wood,

Chicago, Aug. 9.—In this sermon

We 
would try to show that the antag- 
onisms and difficulties and estrange- 
ments existing between the parlor 
and .tho kitchen are due to faults 
upon both aides, It is easy enough 
for the complaining housewife to 
develop such keenness of censorlous 
vision that she can sce innumerable 
imperfections in her servant's lifo, 
but when plucking the motes from 
out of her humble sister's cyes it is 
not always casy for the mistress to 
perceivo the bean. the huge destruct- 
ive beam, projecting from under her

an example of faithfulness, Sho 
be true and kind and loving 
and Christinnlike to her servants 
and to all the people with whom she 
comes in contact in her domestic 
walk of daily life. 

The housekeeper is her servant's 
model. That implies that the mis- 
tress must be honest if she wants her 
servants to be honest. The eyes of 
rivals, of subordinates, of employes, 
are keen and see more than we know, 
They are apt to imitate, too, both 
the good and the bad, so that ono 
wrongdoor may cause deterioration 
through whole circles of his social 
inferiora.- In the home, as in busle 
ness, the example of dishonesty has 
always the tendency to recoil on 
the Wrongdocr, The merchant who 
connives at his clerks cheating of 
the customers jin his interests must 
bo surprised jf the clerks cheat 
him in their own interest. If the 
bank officials criminally misplace the 
institution's trust funds,. there is 
likely to come a time when one of 
those bank omployes will default, 
and in the emptied safe of that bank 
the sins of that financial institution 
will, like the proverbial chickens, 
come home to roost. 

If a housewtfe will 
bid her waiting maid answer the 
front door be}l and tell the would be 
caller that she is out, tvhen sne is 
in, that mistress is teaching her 8 
vant to be a liar in all things as well 
as in part.

the cupboard, and perhaps gocs so 
far us to sell tho potatocs and the 
ges. 

Dishonesty is contagious. Dishon- 
esty ia an immoral germ which is 
apt to spread through a wholo fam- 
ily as the diphtheria germ often in 
tho olden times used to destroy all 
the children of one household. The 
sinful plague of dishonesty and un- 
truthfulness .and unfaithfulness does 
not'always enter a home by the back 
door. It is sometimes comfortably 
installed in the boudoir Jong before 
it appears in the servants’ quarters, 
and its first nap in a houschold is 
taken upon tho parlor sofa and not 
by resting in a kitchen chalr, The 
mistress, in spite of herself, fs an 
exemplur to the domestic, Very of- 
ten when the housewife is finding 
fault with her servants she is de- 
nouncing the malformed results of 
her own evil life. 

Servants sometimes secm to have 
no syinpathy with tho wear and tear 
and tho sorrows’ and the sicknesses 
of thelr housekceper’s life. They 
fem to be foreigners dwelling for a 
little while under the roof of a home 
With nothing in common. between 
themselves and their mistress. © Mr. 
Beecher once described a summer 
Jaunt through Germany. Ile said 
that it was one of the strangest ox- 
perience he ever had, beenuse up to 
that time he had never placed — his 
foot upon European soil. All about 
him were men and women living ao 
distinct life of their own. Thoy 
bought and they sold, traveled in 
railroad trains and ate at hotels,

cr, So some of the servants living 
under our rnofs seom to speak a for- 
eign tongue. They nover seem to be 
come ‘‘familized.””” They do not care 
what happens to us jn any way. 
death comes, or sickness comes, or 
great trouble comes, they will heart- 
lessly loave us at a moment's notice 
and let us get along the best way we 
can. 

But, housekeepers, why should you 
expect your domestics to sympathize 
with you in your time of trouble? 
You say that your cook Icft you dur- 
ing that awful crisis when your hus- 
band was hovering between life and 
death on account of typhoid fever, 
But have you ever sympathized with 
your servant in her sickness? Tell 
mo frankly, have you cver stopped 
for one moment to realize that you 
had a human being, an immortal 
soul, working for you in the kitchen, 
or have you regarded her only as a 
ttle cog in the domestic machinefy, 
which can be thrown away as soon 
as it is useless? Your cyes have been 
red with weeping fron sitting up by 
your baby's crib, Did you think to 
ask why your chambermaid's eycs 
wero red with weeping, om the day 
after she received that Ictter with a 
foreign postmark? You have had a 
hard financlal struggle to get along 
and make enda inect.. You have com- 
Plained again and again because the 
female help is so wasteful. You say: 
“They will Ict the furnace go out, 
and then you must start it up again 
with extra coal and wood. They will 
not turn:down the gas in the dining 
room and in the parlor and in the 
halls, and they do not care if the 
bills run up, They will throw 
aWay good iment, because they are 
too indolent to cook it in another 
form,”* But, my sister, did you ever 
stop to sympathize with your sere 
Vant’s financial struggle? Some of 
those girls are humbly heroines. Why 
is she Working and so carefully econ- 
omizing? For herself? Oh, no. Sho 
is perhaps sending home all her 
Wages to support her old parents or 
to help cducate her orphaned broth- 
ers and «isters. Hf you were to go 
into your servants’ rvuom to-day per- 
haps you would find they did not 
have suMcient clothes to koep them 
warm. Why should your servants 
sympathize with your troubles if you 
care so little for theirs? 

Sympathy, God given,  practicul 
sympathy, can break down ulany a 
barricr which to-day separatca tho 
kitchen from the parlor. Christopher 
Columbus‘ life proves what well dir- 
vcted sympathy can do. Alter the 
great Genoese mariner had returned 
from his voyages of discovery jeal- 
ousies arose. He was thrown into 
prison and mangled with irons. The 
effects of these persecutions was to 
make Columbus’ heart as dead as 
stone. A popular writer of that day 
described the new world and stoly 
away its rightful name. The two 
continents Which should bear the 
title of Columbia are called America, 
Columbus suid nothing. His enemies 
lied about him and called him oa 
traitor. Coluntims said nothings. 
But one day be was brought before 
tho Spanish throne. He camo into 
the royal palace a stern faced man. 
He looked up and saw, the eyes of 
Queen Isabella wet with sympathet- 
ic tents. At once this strong and 
sullen hero wavered. He knelt before 
the throne and buricd his faco in his 
hands and wept, until his) frame 
shook with emotion. Sympathy, God 
given sympathy placed Columbus at 
Isabella's feet; not the chains, not 
the persecution, not tho upbraid- 
ings, not the indifferences. So, my 
sister, if you expect your servants to 
be sympathetic with you, be as 
Queen Isabella, | who sympathized 
with Columbus’ troubles, You must 
sympathize with theirs. 

The name of home ought to have 
for every true housewife a charmed 
sound. Tt ought to be spelt by her, 
as her grandmothers used to spell it, 
in many letters of gold. It ought to 
be spelled in tongues of Mame, glow 
ing above the hearthstone. Jt ought 
to pe spelled in a word of eleven let- 
ters, ‘‘happiness.’’ It ought to be 
spelled in two words, the one of 
eight and the other of three letters, 
“maternal joy.’ It ought to be 
spelled in another word of seven let- 
ters, “liberty."" The true wife should 
never Want to be anywhere but un- 
der the shadow of her home, But 
though Mary Anderson, the queen of 
the American stage, gladly abdicat- 
ed her theatrical throne in order to 
be queen of her domestic fireside, a 
dangerous tendency of this age is 
for Wives and mothers to vacate 
their domestic thrones. ‘Thoy want 
to hand over tho kitchen to their 
cooks, They want to leave their 
children under the exclusive control 
of the nurses. They want to be 
separated from their husbands, on 
account of their clubs, They want 
to be liberally educated In everything 
on varth, except in the old fashioned 
way of learning how to be a good 
housewife and mother, 


Now, housekeepers, is ft right to 
expect your servants to be proud tu 
work in the kitchen when you your- 
self are ashamed to be found doing 
kitch'n work? Is it more of an in- 
telloctual accomplishment to be able 
to speak poor French than it is to 
cook good bread?” Lord Aberdeen, 
the Governor-Genoral of Canada, did 
not think so. A few years ago, ina 
public specch, he said that tho most 
pleasant experience of his sojourn in 
America’ was in the following inci- 
dent: He was, In an official capace 
ity, traveling through one of tho Ca-" 
nadian provinces and was stopping 
at a prominent officlal’s home. After 
an claborato meal, poriectly cooked 
and perfuctly served, he turned -to 
the hostess and congratulated her 
upon her cook, With that the lady's 
face lighted up with pleasure, ax she 
answered: “*My lord, I thank you for 
your compliment. Your words of 
praise sink deep into my heart. ‘This 
afternoon our regular cook was taken 
sick and so my daughter’ took” her 
place. She will be in presently from 
the kitchen. You can then, face to 
face, congratulate her upon her suc- 
cess.”" *

could sympathize with them in their 
troubles, but I could not love them. 
Why, if I loved them I should’ huve 
to rocelye them into tho ‘holy of 
holies’ of my heart. I should in one 
sense haye to make them part of my 
own. family, I cannot’ place my ser- 
vants side by side with my chil- 
dren.” Yes, my ‘sister, you can love 
as well as sympathize with your do- 
mestics. You can give tem your 
heart as well as’ your hand. You 
can make them part of your house 
hold. You can look upon your do- 
mestic help in the same way that 
King Solomon looked upon his, He 
Was vorbally painting tho fdeal con- 
dition of his home when ho wrote, 
‘And had servants born in my 
home," That means, as I take it, 
that tho servants wore part of him- 
self. Ilany. troubles should corne 
those servants would cling to him 
und love him on account of the love 
your seryants would cling to him 
and love him on account of the love 
with which he loved them, You can 
learn to lovo your servants just the 
same as your servants can work for 
you froma higher motive than that 
of getting monoy. They can learn to 
love you, 

Wovusowives, if you will only Icarn 
to love your servants and make their 
interests your intcrests~that love 
would be returned to you in a 
thousand blessings. Wo can prove 
this by the silver cords of affection 
which bound some of the southern 
planters to their black slaves. Did 
not- those slaves return their mnos- 
tors’ love by a noble devotlon? There 
Was many and many a woman {n the 
south who, after her husband had 
been shot in the civil war, would 
have starved to death had not tho 
strong limbed negroes who worked 
for her us “‘slaves of the law’’ con- 
tinued, of their own free will, to 
work for her as “‘slaves of love." 
The true interpretation of love means 
simply this: If you love your ser- 
vants, you will take them into your 
life and make their interests your in- 
terests. And by your loving them 
they will let you creep into their 
hearts and mako your interests their 
interests. 

The housekeeper is the domestic 
model also in religion. Therefore, by 
her life she should teach her servants 
that religion ix not a mere sham, 
but a reality, and that the noblest 
of all lives is that consecrated to tho 
service of the Lord Jesus Christ. It 
hay been said that *‘No man is a 
horo to hia valet.*’ Therefore ‘'No 
mistress could be a true Christian 
oxemplar for her servant.’’ That 
statement is only partially = truv. 
No housewife, if she ia leading an in- 
sincery life, can have a true spiritual 
influence over her servants. Tho 
nearer a xervant comes to an insin- 
cere mistress the more she is repuls- 
ed by her pretensions to religion; but 
the nearer a domestic comes to o 
pure, true, noble woman, who is eur- 
nestly and prayerfully trying to fol- 
low out the teachings” of the Christ 
love, the more she realizes the fin- 
portance of living for eternity and 
not for time; for Christ. and rot for 
pleasure; for present duty, and not 
for a transient whim. 

The greatest cause of unfaithful- 
ness and dishonesty in the kitchen is 
the fact that your servant girl is 
not converted to Christ. Perhaps the 
chief reason why your servant is not 
converted? is that she docs not sre 
you, her mistress, a professing Chris- 
tian, living the Christian lifo you 
ought to live, My sister, is it not 
time for you to turn over a new 
leaf and start afresh for Christ? Is 
it not a good resolve to try to set- 
tle this ‘'servant question” once for 
all by surrendering yourself, “body 
and mind and soul, to the service of 
your Master? 

The spiritual influence which a con- 
tvcrated Christian woman con have 
over the life of her servant was well 
shown by Rev. Francis E, Clark of 
the Christian Endeavor society. He 
told this beautiful story soun after 
his return from China: The wife of 
an American missionary, who was 
tnassacred in the late Chinese upris- 
ing, Was one day teaching a Sunday 
School class, among whom was one 
of her Chinese servants. ‘This ser- 
vant «irl, by coming in contact with 
her mistress, was not only led to the 
feet of Christ, but also was led to 
believe that her fuithful mistress was 
her true spiritual adviser, So this 
day the young girl looked = up in- 
to the face of this Christian lady and 
said: **Missionary, as you talk about 
the great joys of heaven I. would 
like to ask you a question, Will we 
hnow cach other when We reach 
heaven? Will you know your father 
and mother and husband and little 
childron? Will you know me and I 
know you?’ ‘Yes,"* answered — tho 
Christian lady. Then, missionary,’’ 
suid the poor. Chinese servant, ‘‘you 
have teen so kind to me that when 
I get to heaven I am going to ask 
Jesus to just Iet me sit by your sido 
and hold your hand forever and ever 
and ever.”* Oh, mistresses! Oh, 
housewives and . housvkeepers, in 
your dealings with your servants 
may you reveal the same gentlo 
Christian Ife that the martyred 
Christian lady showed to her house- 
hold. 

Housewives and housokeepers, heed 
well the importance of consecrating 
your lives to Christ, not only for 
your own sake, but also for the sake 
of your servants. Remember that it 
is far easier for you to commit a 
sin against those whom you suppose 
to be lower ‘than you than it is 
against those whom you suppose are 
above you. It is casior for-a parent 
to sin against a child than for the 
child to dofy a parent. It is easier 
for a king to do an open wrong to 
a subject than for a subject to flag- 
rantly sin against a king. And re- 
momber further, thut God Judges oir 
actions just as much by how we 
treat our cattlo as our masters, our 
underlings as our employers, our sere 
vants as our) husbands and wives. 
May fhe Spirit inspire every house- 
wifo to live such a holy life that her 
servants can well take her as a spir- 
itual model and can sco in her face a 
reflection of tho living smile of Jes- 
us Christ, who willingly became the

DEATH WA PAIS TOE 


Two Burning Trains Stalled and 
Third Crashes into Them. 


. 








The Death List Will Prebably Exceed 
One Handred—Eighty-Your Bodies Al- 
ready Reoovered—A Night of Herror— 
Vietims Were Drawn From the Middle 
and Werking Classes—Heroic Rescuers 
Driven Back Half Spifocated. 


Paris, Aug. 12.—Eighty-four bodies 
have been recovered and the death 
list probably will excecd one hund- 
red, in tho underground railwny cis- 
aster which occurred here Munday 
night. ‘The accident, which occurred 
on the Metropolitan Electric Rail- 
way, assumed terrible proportions 
early yesterday morning. More than 
four score bodies of the burned and 
suffocated victins were removed from 
the subterranean passage. ‘The work 
continues, and indications are that 
the death list will perhaps cxeced 
live score. 

The scenes at the mouth of the 
tunnel, where the victims were 
brought out, wero of the most heart- 
trending description, ¢rowds of weep- 
ing men and wong and children 
struggling forward injan effort to r- 
cognize their missing) relatives and 
friends. Most’ of the victims are 
from the middle and working clusses, 
as the trains were carrying thein 
from their work. 

Herole Attempts at Bescue. 

Although the accident occurred at 
8 o'clock Monday ovening, the © ufli- 
cialy and firemen werd unable to de- 
scend into the tunnel, owing to the 
blinding clouds of smoke from the 


burning train. Frequent attempts 
Were anade by heroic volunteers 
Whom it Was necessary to rescue 


haif suffocated and carry away to the 
hospitals. 

At the station of Les Courennes 
the same scenes of death and doapair. 
hat been enacted. Tho accident oc- 
curred midway between the stations 
of Monilmontant and Lea Courvnnes, 
so that the work of salvage proceed- 
«d from both ends of the tunnel, In 
uddition to the blinding smoxe, the 
tunnel belched forth a terrific heat as 
one of the trains slowly burned with- 
in. ' 

Cauce ofthe Wreck. 

Several - versions and reasons: for 
the wreck have been given out. The 
Invot authentic, however, seems to be 
as follows: oe 

The electrical motor on a train 
from Porte Dauphine failed to act 
properly, and tho train waited at 
the station of Les Courennes until 
the arrival of a second train which 
pushed the crippled train forward, 
tnuking a total of sixteen coaches. 
‘The damaged dynamo set fire to the 
engine of the first’ train, reising 
quantities of smoke. The clectric 
lishts on the trains went out, and 
this impeded the progress of the 
trains toward Monilmontant. The ter- 
rerstricken passengers tried to propo 
their way back to Les Courennes, 
and it is believed inany were shorhed 
to death by the elcetrle current. 

A third train crashed into the fiery 
mass and added another crowd of 
Panic-stricken passengers to those 
sewking an outlet. The offcials were 
made aware of the disaster ly the 
clouds of smoke rising from the tun- 
nel. 

Those who got out were unable to 
give any information — concerning 
thos: left behind, but told of stumb- 
ling over bodies all along the tracks, 

Premicr Combes has been making a 
special personal inspection of the dix- 
aster, has sald ho intends calling a 
special meeting of the Council for the 
purpose of instituting measures of 
relict for the families of the poor per- 
sons, victims of the wrek.

Owing to the cxcitement of the 
past month ho has been/unable to 
slop for whole nights, while’ numer- 
ous receptions yesterday only tend- 
ed to make matters worse. 

His Holincas was not well Monday 
night, yet he insisted upon admit- 
ting all the Venctians to mass yo 
terday morning, who had traveled to 
Itome for that purposs. ‘There were 
about $00 in the chapel and the at- 
mosphere was up to about 90 
degrees, 

Appeared te Ne Dead. 

Pope Pius was scen to grow paler 
and paler, finally throwing up his 
hands as though seeking support, He 
would have fallen had not Mgr. Dres- 
san, his private chaplain, been quick 
to catch him. It is impossible to de- 
scribe the confusion and alarm 
among the worshippers while the 
Pope lay motionless and: unconscious 
with his eyes closed. 

Fortunately, among the Venetians 
present was Dr. Davenesia, who for 
nine years had been the Pope's at- 
tending physician at Venice, but had 
heen calkxi only once during that 
time to treat a sore throat. laven- 
ezia gave the Pontiff immediate as- 
sistance, while the messengers tole 
Phoned for Dr, Lapponi. The latter 
rushed to the Vaticar, but did not 
arrive until after the Pope had been 
restored to consciousness and taken 
to his own apartments. 

“Dee te Meart Failure. 


The collapse was considered by the 
doctors to be duo to heart failuro eg- 
gtavated by fatigue. All audiences 
will bo postponed, including. that. of 
the representatives of the Irish par 
lNamentary party, who were .to be re- 
ecived this morning. 

The Pope, after taking some medi- 
cine to calm his heart and nerves, 
was able to lunch, afterwards taking 
a sleep, which lasted two hours and 
a half. On ‘awakening he felt much 
benefited and. refreshed. 

The Fontiff! seems more docile to 
the doctor's wishes than his prede- 
cessor, although he insisted on trans- 
acting some current business, such as 
the appointment of Alberto Sill, the 














son of the dean of the grooms, as 
his personal valet.

Charles Vosper, of Hamilton, Then Shot 


BMimself in Head. 

Hamilton, “Aug. 12. —'A horrible 
ouble tragedy happened here yester- 
day morning, when Charles Vosper, 
one of the most widely known butch- 
ers in Hamilton, was found dying 
from two. bullet holes, in his head, 
lying in bed by the sido of his wife, 
Who had also been shot, 


No ono saw the occurrenco, but tho 
indications are that it was a case of 
suicide and murder. A 22-calibre re- 
volver was found on the floor at the 
husband's sido of the bed. There was 
a slight froth on Mrs. Vosper’s lips, 
und this gave rise to ‘a rumor that 
she had been poisoned, but the doc- 
tors say that her death resulted from 
a bullet that entered her head under 
the right ear. 

Vosper had been marrked three 
times, and his Inst wife wax a wid- 
«w before she married him. They 
ercat® a deal of talk before tho wed- 
ding was celebrated by squabbling 
ever property. They did not get 
along well together at times, and 
had frequent jangles. They live! at 
Mrs. Vosper’s residence, 315 Herki- 
ant street, where the shooting occur- 
red. he 

. A New Theory. 


‘Thero in a new theory in referemes 
to the tragedy. A post-mortem ex- 
ainination of Vosper’s body revealed 
the fact that neither of the bullets 
found in his head had entered his 
skull, and neither caused injuries suf- 
ficient to kill him. 

In the top drawer of the wash- 
stand was found a bottle of strych- 
nine. It bore the marks of bloody 
fingers upon it. It is suppoged that 
when Vosper found*that the bullets 
Were not going to relieve him froin 
bis troubles, he took a dose of the 
poison. The stomachs of both bodies 
have been preserved, and the  con- 
tents will likely be analyzed. Coro- 
ner McNichol and the jurora visited 
the Vosper home yesterday afternoon. 
They did not find anything that 
would throw new light on the affair, 
They will continue the investigation 
next. Friday evening.

That ts very good, 
but Iwould like tg add my mite by 
at that’ we buch a stove for 
‘ ay sla and never bad-any. smoke, 
as we generated by throwing a good 
teaspoonful of alcoliol In the little cup 
and setting fire to it. It is a little 
more expensire, I admit, but rery.con- 
venient, and then you don’t bave that 
big fame and nasty smell. - 

It does not seem a well known fact 
that jam should be covered bot. We 
have covered all our jams and jellics 
hot for several years and never have 
a case of mold. As soon as the boll- 
ing jam or jelly Is poured Into the 
Jar a round piece of stout paper pasted 
on both sides should: be put on. The 
steam rising ‘through this paper stiff- 
ens and stretches It and the jam pots 
look very neat when dry. 

In the making of currant or plum 
jelly if one cup of water {is added for 
each cup of juice and a cup of sugar 
for each cup of juice and water the 
result will be a much dalntler jelly 
than where the undiluted frult juice is 
used, and at least a half more jelly 
from the same quantities. 

“The proper way to dry woolens,” 
says a large manufacturer of woolen 
goods, “is to hang the garments on the 
line dripping wet without wringing out 
atall. If dried in this way the shrink- 
age will be so light as to be almost un- 
noticeable.”

just enough to break the stringiness, 
Have ready a quantity of dried and 
sifted bread crumbs. Cracker crumbs 
are often used, but do not give as crisp 
n crust. Dip each chop in the egg, lift 
up and drain for a moment, then roll 
in the crumbs. Repeat until all the 
chops are breaded. 

In a saucepan put a tablespoonful of 
butter, one-half of a teaspoonful each 
of salt and sugar and one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful of pepper. Place over the 
fire, and as soon as hot add one quart 
of shelled peas. Cover atid shake for 
two or three minutes, add just enough 
Lolling water to keep from burnoiog 
and cook, adding a little water as 
rfeeded until tender, 

Have a quantity of fat in a sauce- 
pan, Heat until smoking hot. Plunge 
In the chops, two or three at a time. 
In half a minute draw to the side of 
the fire and’ cook more slowly. They 
should be dono in five to elght minutes, 
according to the thickness of the chops, 
Drain on upglazed paper. Heap the 
peas in the center of the platter and 
range the chops around.—Table Talk.

Thicken the liquid with four 
smoothly dissolved in cold water, sea- 
son with pepper and more salt If neces- 
sary; slimmer for five minutes longer, 
add ono tablespoonful of butter and 
serve on toast. : 

Green Onions In Creaw.—Prepare and 
boll the onions as in the preceding 
recipe. Make a sauce with one table- 
spoonful of butter, one tablespoonful 
of white pepper and one cupful of milk 
Drain the onlons, ndd the sauce and 
éimmer for fire minutes. 

Green Onfons au Gratin.—Boll the on- 
fons and prepare a sauce as in the pre- 
ceding recipe. In na greased baking 
dish arrange alternate layers of onfons 
and sauce. With two-thirds of a cup- 
ful of fine dry bread crumbs mix one 
teaspoonful of melted butter and a 
dash cf salt, spread over the top and 
place.in a hot oven until well browned.

It fs not the habit of the Canadion 
People. to put many men on pedes- 
tals, writes (11, F.G.- in Toronto 
Star. Our pralse is so careful. that 
it is even reluctant. Although Que= 


tfon o% a whole ix slow to: kin 
Verhaps this is the reason why tho 
thirty-six years of Confederation 
contribute only four statucds to Par- 
Nament’ Hill, 

As a matter of fact, there ought 
to be five statues. George Brown, 
one of the foremost makera of Con- 
federation, is not in the little ga- 
laxy. But the Liberal Government, 
which added Alexandcr Mackenzig to 
the Panthcon, will probably rear a 
bronre to the statesman —of whom 
Mackenzie was mercly a discipje. “Al! 
these statues are crected by Covern- 
ment grants. It is only natural that 
the great political partics should 
each attend to the inemorics of its 
own illustrious dead. This explains 
why Alexander Mackenzic did not 
get his statue until a couple of years 
ago, and why George Brown.has one 
coming. The Conscrvatives, although 
so long in power, did not turn Par- 
Hiament Hill into a cemetery. They 
left a number of choice spots for tho 
celebrities of the future. In twenty- 
five yeara they raiscd only two stat- 
ucs. Of course they had to wait 
until the mien died before they could 
bnild monuments to then; but on a 
simple calculation of time they se- 
lected only one great man for every 
twelve years. This shows more re- 
straint than the Liberal Govern 
mont, which has one to ita credit in 
nix years. However, this is a grows 
ing time, and the crop of statucs 
may be expected to follow the gener 
al tendency. Yerhaps an averago 
might be struck. If Canada can pro- 
duce cnough great men to make it 
figure out one in nine years, her re- 
nown is assured. 

On Dominion Day these four stat- 
ues looked down on a city guy with 
flags. All of them had more or Icke 
to do With the great event which 
was being celebrated. There was, for 
instance, Queen Victoria, who sanc- 
tioned the Confederation, because her 
Ministers told her that it was the 
right thing to do. Ottawa owes «6 
debt to Her Majesty, for without 
her royal word it weuld not be Otta- 
wa and the capital of the Dominion, 
but. just Bytown, a headquarters for 
shantymen and camp supplies, not 
much bigger than Pembroke or Arn- 
prior. Thero was also Sir John A. 
Macdonald. There was, for a_ third, 
Alexander Mackenzie. The fourth was 
Sir George Cartier, who fought for 
the cause of union in Quebec. 

The oldest of these statuer, and the 
finest from an artistic point of view, 
is Carticr’s. The figure is simple 
and strong. The pediment is rot 
plastered with allegorical fantasies. 
‘The man’s greatness stands detucned 
vom the vagarics of the sculptor. 
it is as if he scorned any syinbols 
to interpret him, relying solely on 
his deeds which are on record. This 
way it should be with all statues, 
Nothing should distract the 1aing 
from the man who is commemorated. 
Carticr’s statuc is, by the way, the 
best piece of bronze on Parliament 
Hill, It patinates beautifully. Tt is 
vory different from the Mackenzie 
ktatuc, in which the bronze is of 
such an inferior quality that {ft ol- 
ready blisters with rust and verdi- 
gris. The Cartier statue was erected 
in the early cighties. Sir John Mac- 
donald was present at the unveiling 
and delivered the panegyric. It was a 
cold blustery day in October, and 
the old ian stood — barcheuded 
through the ceremony. 

The statue of Sir John Macdonald 
stands at the eastern end of the 
terrace against a background of 
trees. It is remotely vis-a-vis of Car- 
tler’s statuc, which occupics a simi- 
lar position at the western end of the 
terrace, ‘The bronve is by Herbert. 
Hebert is a French-Canadian who 
lives in Paris. He has had most of 
the artistic commissions in the gift 
of the Government, because he is a 
goed sculptor, and because, in this 
as in-other matters, it is well that 
Canada should be for Canadians. He- 
bert has given an excellent likeness 
of Sir John, and has even succeeded 
fin Jending fimpressivences to the 
spars, rather unsculpeble figure. Coe- 
nada is xyimbolized at the base in the 
shape of a beautiful woman. But the 
effect is to take away from rather 
thar to enhance the dignity of the 
work as a whole. This atatuc” was 
ret up in 1803. Sir Adolphe Caron 
was the urator of the occasion. Ar- 
thur Weir, the poet, now dead, _ re 
cited an original ode. 

Alexunder Mackenzie has sufferce 
most at the sculptor’s hands, Tila 
gaunt, angular frame did not lent 
itself readily to idealization, and the 
artist nade matters worse with a 
atilted pose and his uncouth — treat- 
taent of the conventional frock coat, 
Mackenzie's right hand is extended. 
It seems to be out of proportion. At 
any rate it entirely overshadows tho 


Seotch Premier and makes him 
shrink by comparison. Here, as in 
the Macdonald statue, the symbolical 
figures of Canada raising labor 


from the ground—which are the work 
of Hebert—are excellent in them- 
selves, but very much out of place as 
an ornament. Hebert is not to 
blame for the Mackenzie part of — it. 
Another man did it. 

Iebert's chef d’ocuvre is the statuc 
of ler Majesty Queen Victoria, which 
occupies the most communding posi- 
tion on Parliament Hill, the big 
knoll which flanks the western block. 
It is the first thing to seize the 
eye from the central gateway and is 
the only statue that can be secn 
from the river. The Queen is pre- 
rented standing, as she was in her 
Prine. ‘The sculptor has used his 
artistic license to give her the re 
quired effect of ‘height and regality. 
The whole spirit of the work is al- 
legorical. The British lion in a 
noble, rampant attitude and the fig- 
ure of Faine offering the great Queen 
® wreath of laurel are well concciv- 
ed. The motif is harmonious. This 
statue, ut Ieast, docs not try to 
pryiuk itsclf out with shreds and 
patches of idealism.

ELECTRICAL COMMISSION. 


—— 





Appolnted to Investigate the Power Ques- 


tlon Under Act of Last Session—Sixteen 
Municipalities Interested. 


Toronto, Aug. 13.—Sixteen muni- 
cipalities were represented at the 
City Uall yesterday when the joint 
committee, appointed at the confer- 
ence in Berlin, met to decide upon 
the appointment of a commission to 
go into the matter of cost of dovel- 
oping and transmitting power for 
the municipality from Niagara or 
other objective point. 

Among those present and the towns 
and citkes they represented — were : 
John R. Eden, Mayor, Berlin; Sam- 
ucl J. Cherry, Preston; J, 3, Klotz, 
Preston; Licut.-Col. Gartshore, May- 
or Beck and Ald. Minbinnock — of 
London; Mayor Heppner and Geo, 
MecLagen, Stratford; Ald. Patterson 
and RR, McGregor, Galt; W. J. Mills, 
W. J. Derry, Ingersoll; E. W. B. 
Snider, St. Jacobs; J. C. Maight, 
Mayor Bean, Waterloo; Mayor Max- 
well, St. Thomas; lh. Graham, St. 
Mary's; Ald. Brewster, Ald. Whit- 
hum, Brantford; P. W. Ellis, Ald. 
Spence, Controller Burns and Engi- 
reer Rust of Toronto. 

Purpose of the Meeting. 

Under the act passed at the last 
session of the Legislature the muni- 
cipalities were cmpowered to mogt 
together when proposing tg go inte 
the power business, and the «first 
step Was to appoint a commission of 
three, With a fourth member as an 
eluctrical expert and this commission 
was to go fully into the matter of 
cost of developing and transmitting 
electric energy -for power and light 
purposes throughout the provinoe, 
fut particularly that portion of it 
lying between ‘Toronto and London, 

The duties of this commission, by 
the terms of the act, are: to investi- 
gate the different propositions — be 
fore the municipalitics, the probable 
cost of developing power at Niagara, 
the cost of transmitting it to the 
i » towns and villages, and all 
the cost of plants, ete. 

When they ascertained the above 
the result must be submitted to the 
people to vote upon, and if carried 
by them the chief justice of the pro- 
vince shall appoint a comission of 
not less than three nor more than 
tive members, agd this conunission 
shall then control the power scheme, 
though not at all under the control 
of the municipalities Who pay for the 
development, transinission, éte. 

It was for the purpose of electing 
this first commission that the coni- 
mittee met’yesterday. These gentle.

STYLE IN TYPEWRITING, 


Pointa by Which Each Operator's 
Work May Be tdentified, 

It will:come as a surprise to many 
people to know that there is a great 
deal of character In typewrlting. Were 
half a dozen operators to use the same 
machine. paper and actual words, cach 
printing off a dozen sheets, and were 
all these to be mixed up indiscriminate- 
ly, a practleed eye could distinguish 
each operator's work Instantly.

POPE LEO LEFT MILLIONS. 
Seals of His Apartment Broken by the 
Major Dome. 


Rome, Aug. 14.—The Pope was 
feeling quite well yesterday, took a 
long drive and walk in the Vatican 
gardens, and then received the Aus- 
trian Ambassador. 

Mgr. Cugiano, the Major Domo, ac- 
companied by Cardinals , Rampolla 
and Mocenni, opened the apartment 
of Pope Leo yesterday morning, 
breaking the seals put on at the 
time of the Pontif’s death. They 
found a considerable amount of mon- 
ey, it is stated, several millions of 
francs, besides other valuables. 

The Vope yesterday received Card- 
inal Satolli, who suggestod Vincenzo 
Vannutelli for Secretary of State. 
Cardinal Satolk then proposed the 
appointment of Father Edward Fow- 
lor, secretary to Rey. J. Mardy, asa 
domestic prelate to the PontiN. The 
Pope granted the request. 

Cardinal Gibbons will come to 
Rome to assist at the consecration 
on Saturday of the Rev, J. J. Har- 
dy as Archbishop of Manila. On Sun- 
day the Pope will receive the new 
archbishop. We will receive the pal- 
lium from Cardimal Macchi on Mon- 
day.

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DISTINCT ISSUE RAISED. 


Shall the Manicipalitics Surrender the 


Control Over Their Highways—Amend- 


ments te the T. & H, Bill Saggested. 


Ottawa, Aug. 14.—Two hours of 
hard fighting in the Railway Com- 
mittee yesterday defincd the issue in- 
volved in the Toronto und Hamilton 
Hallway bill. That issue is; Shall 
the municipalities surrender the con- 
trol over their highways that the B, 
N.A, act vested in them, or shall 
that control be transferred to the 
Dominion Parliament. 

A conference was held and amend- 
ments drafted late last’ night. The 
anendinents which have been propos- 
ed and which will probably be  ac- 
cepted, provide: 

(1) That the Toronto and Hamilton 
Railway shall build only one lle of 
railway into the City of Toronto, | 

(2) That the company shall not do 
any local business in the city. 

7 (3) That it shall construct no branch 
nes, 

(4) That it shall be lable for rentals 
for the use of the city’s streets. 

(5) That the class of cars and rate 
of speed shall be subject to the con- 
trol of the Railway Commission, 

(6) That the company shall be Mable 
for all damages to property injuriously 
affected in addition to damages re- 
coverable under the Rallway Act. 

(7) That the suburban railways aowv 
operating under provincial charters 
shall continue under the jurisdiction of 
the province, notwithstanding — their. 
amalgamation with the Toronto and 
Hamilton Rallway, 

The foregoing are the essential fea- 
tures of the amendments proposed in 
consideration of the passage of tho 
bill, 


ONTARIO MUNICIPAL ASSOCIATION. 








Passes Important Resolutions and Elects 
NS) Ite Officers. 


Guelph, Aug. 14.—Yesterday the 
Ontario Municipal Association passed 
a number of woimportant resolutions, 
among Which was one supporting the 
opposition to the passage of the 
Toronto and Hamilton bill at Otta- 
wa, and emphasizing the rights of 
imunicipalitics to the control of their 
own streets. Another was passed to 
enable municipalities to expropriate 
phone companies already doing busi- 
ness within their borders. 

After Mr. James Forman, Assistant 
Commissioner of Property for To- 
ronto, had delivered an address ex- 
plaining the provisions and effect of 
the proposed new Assessment Act, 
the meeting passed a_ resolution 
thereanent, affirming that the bill 
should not be passed in its present 
form, but that, “in the event 
of. the bill being passed by 
the Government, it ve  amend- 
ed to provide for the taxation, 
being (1) upon real property; (2) by a 
business tax similar to what {s proviied 
in the bill, but to be applied to all 
trades, businesses and professions, and 
that the rate de Increased and graded 
So an to be equitable between retail 
and wholesale dealers; (3) by an in 
come tax upon all persons, whether 
engaged In business or drawing same 
from private or other sources {i 
taxation on the real property dnd in- 
tome to as fixed by each local 
municipality; (4) by a house tax, and 
that ‘the proposed exemption thereon 
should be reduced. and the rate for 
determining the annual value increas- 
ed; (5) that this association oppose the 
appointment of a commission to assess 
the property of rallway companies and 
companies holding franchises, believing 
that this work can be done better by 
the locnl dssensor; and also to oppose 
the section of the bill dealing with tax 
sales being conducted by the sheriff in- 
stead of by the treasurer as at pres- 
ent,”

The famous fron pillar of Delh! fs 
Galt with In Cassier's Magazine. The 
Par Js a solid shaft of wrought tron, 
16 inchés In diameter, and of a length 
that fa variously reported. The total 


length is from 48 to @ feet underground 
and above, inchiding a capitul of 34 
feet. The pillar contains about 8 cubic 
feet of metal, and weighs about seven- 
teen tone. The metal Is, of course, char- 
coal iron, made directly from ore in 
small billets, but how it was welded up 
no one can tell, as no record exists of 
any early method of dealing with great 
masses of wrought fron.

Capt. Chau of the Silver Spray Has Not 
Yet Reported the Matter to Washing- 
ton, Altheugh’ War Department Is 
Fully Coguizant of Affairs on Lake Erie 
—Inoldent May Be Made Plea te Ab- 
rogate the Lake Gunbeat Treaty. 


Erie, Pa., Aug. 15.—While as yet 
the authorities at Washington have 
not been oiflcially notified by Cap- 
tain Chris Chau-of the Silver Spray 
of his encounter with the Canadian 
revenue cutter Petrel, the affair has 
created intense excitement and feeling 
among the fishermen along the lake. 
and it is hard to say just where the 
matter is going to end. Chau him- 
self says hoe will go slowly in the 
prosecution of the case. He consulted 
with the collector of ports ‘Thursday 
night and was advised to locate the 
exact spot of the “*battle of Lake 
Erio,"" in so far as it refers to the 
boundary line, before reporting to 
Washington. Opinion differs as to 
whether the Silver Spray was in 
American waters at the time the 
chase commenced, although Chau 
himself asserts that the Petrel  fol- 
lowed him fully a mile within these 
Waters before the firing and pursuit 
Were discontinued, Public sentiment 
a8 a whole is divided, and the troublo 
may die out unless some of the hot- 
headed fishermen, who ever since the 
seizure of the Kitty D. two weeks 
ogo, have been {ncereasing their hat- 
red toward the Canadian fishery pro- 
tective service, precipitate a scrious 
international controversy.

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FUTURE OFTHE GOVERNMENT 





Never Was More Uncertain at 
Time of Prorogation Before. 





Frorogation of the Britigh Farllament— 
The King’s Speech of Little General or 
International Interest—The Reyal Irish 
Tour—The Land Hill ang the Future 
Conditien of Ireland—Premier Bal- 
four’a Clesing Address. . 


London, Aug. 15.—There has prob- 
ably never been a prorogution of 
Parliament when the future ‘cf the 
Government was so uncertuin as is 
the case on this occasion. Many be- 
liove there will be a dissolution in 
tho autumn though tho best irforma- 
tion does not support this-belicf. Mr, 
Balfour's speech at Sheffield at the 
end of Soptember is awaited with the 
keenest interest, as it will contain a 
pronouncement of policy which will 
possibly force cither tho Duke of 
Pevonshire, a pronounced free trader, 
or Colonial Sceretary Chamberlain 
to resign. The members of Varlia- 
mont will curtail their holidays—the 
free food leaguers in order to open 
the fiscal campaign as specdily as 
possible, and the followers of Mr. 
Chamberlain to repel the attack. 

Alter the reading of the King’s 
speech Parliament was prorogued till 
Nov. 2. . 

‘The King’s Speech. 

The King’s speech was of little 
general or international interest. It 
referred to the cordiality of His Ma- 
jesty’s reception in Portugal, Italy 
and France, and to the return visit 
of President Loubet, whose visit has 
given rise to a striking c¢xhibition of 
the feelings of mutual good will 
which prevail in the two countries.’’ 

Dealing with His Majesty’s visit to 
Ireland tho speec% says: ‘The warm 
expression of good will with which IL 
Was everywhere received greatly 
touched me. My visit enabled me to 
realize how much-was Leing atlempt- 
ed to improve the housing accommo- 
dation for the working population, 
Stimulate activity, advance the mine 
thods of agriculture, develop tech- 
nical cducation, and provide for the 
sick and jnfrm. Much remains to be 
done, but it was with foclings | of 
greatest gratification that I noticed 
signs of increasing concord among 
all classes in Ircland, presaging, as 
for the general welfare.”* 

I hope, a new ern of united efforts 
for the gencral welfare.’’ 
As to the Land Bill. 

Referring to the Irish land bill, the 
specch says it offers inducomeuts to 
the land vuwners to continue their 
residence among their countrymen, 
and provides facilities for improving 
the conditions of life in the poorer 
districts of the west, and adda: ‘This 
reform by removing the ancient caus- 
cs of social dissonsion, will I heart- 
ily trust, conduct to the common 
benefit of all my Irish subjects.”’ 

Reference, was mado fn the speech 
to the general anxiety regarding the 
situation in the European provinces 
of Turkey, to the great progress 
made in the work of resettlement and 
pacification in South Africa, and the 
improvement in the conditions of ag- 
riculture and finance in India.

quickly. Bolled linseed oil ‘and turpen- | 
tine in equal parts on cotton waste will 
ignite in a few hours nuder a mild heat 
and will in time create enongh heat to 
ignite’ spontaneously, says Cassier's. 
Magazine. Bituminous coal should not 
be stored where it will come in contact 
with wood partitions or columns or 
against warm boiler settings or steam 
pipes. This coal should not be very. 
deep if it is to be kept on storage for a 
long period. If piled in the basement 
of a bullding it should be shallow ‘and 
free from moisture and under good 
Yentilation. That Mable to absorb 
moisture should be burned first. If on 
fire a sinall quantity of water shower- 
ed on this kind of coal cokes it and re- 
tards any great supply of water reach- 
ing the fire, thus necessitating the over- 
hauling of the pile. Iron chips, fillogs 
or turnings should not be stored in a 
shop in wooden boxes. The oily waste 
which is not {infrequently thrown 
among them adds to the danger of fire 
from this source. The sweepings from 
the machine shop, if kept on hand, 
should never be placed ever iron shay- 
ings. This mass of disintegrated iron 
is enough to Incite heat and combus- 
tion. Iron and stcel Slings and turn- 
ings when mixed with oll will ignite 
spontaneously after becoming damp. A 
steam pipe against wood will cause the 
latter to ignite spontaneously after be- 
ing carbonized, particularly if super- 
heated steam enters the pipe, thus in- 
creasing the temperature. .

. It is difcult, says the memoran- 
dum, to obtain tho exact number of 
Bulgarians who’ were imprisoned, 
mostly on the flimiest pretexts, as 
when they wore released others were 
immediately arrested. The cstimatcs 
obtainable give for the vilayct of 
Salonica, 800 prisoners; for Ust-ub, 
500; for Monastir, 500, and for Ad- 
rianople, 550. As information is 
lacking from many districts in the 
vilayets, it is thdught that -without 
exaggeration, the number of prison- 
ors uiay be placed at even throe 
times this total. Dealing with oth- 
er acts of oppression, the memorun- 
dum states that the Bulgarian mer- 
chants and artisans living in) Con- 
stantinople and Salonica were order- 
od to roturn to their native villages 


and were not allowed any time or 
opportunity to dispose of the husi- 
ness or property. 


Businesses Utterly Nulned. 


Some of these Bulgarians, who 
with their familics had been es- 
tablished for 20 ycars or more, wero 
utterly ruined. As the order applied 
equally to professucs and schoalmas- 
ters, the Bulgarian schools were clos- 
ed before the end of the school year. 
The authoritics rigorously enforced 
the same order against the Dulgari- 
an pricats. Encourazed by the Otto- 
man atithoritics, the Greek bishops 
and arch-mandrites forced their way 
into the Bulgarian churches, burned 
the prayer books and employed men- 
aces to compel the people te acknow- 
ledge the Greck patriarch. The Atch-

Best People in Prisons. 

‘The memorandum says that tn tho 
town of Salonica itself, the Bulgari- 
an professors of tlw university, the 
students and shopkeopers, in’fact, all 
intelligent’) Bulgarians in the city, 
have been cast into prison. Ono hun- 
dred. and twenty soldiers entered 
the village of Gorna-Ribnitz, May

When God gave him his commission 
ho said, ‘Joshua, if you will be true 
to me and fight under my standard 
I will be with thee aa Ll wax with 
thy predeccssor,”” That divine suc- 
cor which God gave to Joshua he 
gave to our Christian fathers; that 
divine help he will give to us if we 
will trust him and believe in bim 
and five for him.

Veoodisg Bull Calves.

E. Drim- 
mond of Montreal moved two resol- 
utions, introduced by the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association and the 
Montreal Board of Trade, favoring 
colonial contributions to Imperial do- 
fence. 

After some discussion Col. Denison, 
moved an amendment embodying the 
principle of the Montreal Board of 
‘Trade’s resolution and that of the 
Montreal District Chambre De Com- 
merce, which he said was an emblem 
of the unity of the two races ‘as fol- 
lows: . 

“It is resolved that this Congress 
hereby approve tho principle that it 
hereby approve the principle that it 
is the duty of the self-governing col- 
onivs to pnrticipate-in the cost of 
the defence of the Empire. The col- 
onica thus ‘claim the privilege of 
keeping their own Inittative aa to tho 
nature and modo of help which they 


may agree to offer {In the future to 
the Dritish Empire.” 
The passing of this resolution was 
greeted with enthusiasm. 
Hritain’s Foul, 


Lieut.-Col. Denison. and J. W. 
Woods of Toronto, moved that “In 
the opinion of this congress the food 
supply of Great Britain can be most 
safely relied upon by developing the 
output of her own territories to such 
an extent.as to make her indepen- 
dent of supplies from foreign sources, 
and to best achieve this end it is 
guore desirable and necessary to di 
vert ax far as possible all of | her 
able-hodied surplus population who 
will make useful citizens to the 
shores of her dominions across the 
seas."” 

The resolution was adopted. 

Other Besolutions, 


The resolution touching the impor- 
tation of coolie labor from India 
was withdrawn without comment: 

The motion to urge the Infperial 
Government to request the French 
surtax charges to be abolish on 
shipments passing through French 
territory was adopted. 

The resolution requesting the Im- 
perial Government to grant tho most 
favored nation clause to countrics 
who had extended same to the colun- 
ies was passed. 

Last night a reeeption was tenders 
ed the visitors at the Board of 
Trade.

* The colonials favored amalgamat- 
ing the six resolutions into one 
strong motion. The United Kingdoin 
delegates favored — preferential rela- 
tions, but were opposed to pledging 
the Congress in so radical a mahner. 
After much discussion the resolution 
agreed upon, to be embodied in their 
report, formally pledges the conyen- 
tion to the most radical Chamber- 
lain policy and preferential tariffs. 

Chamberlain's Fosition, 


London, Aug. 18.—Colonial Secre 
tary Chamberlain, replying to a on- 
quest for a short, definite statement 
of his fiscal proposals, has written 
as follows: 

“I have nover suggested any ‘tax 
whatever on raw materials, such as 
wool or cotton, and I believe that 
such a tax would be entirely unne 
cessary for the purposes I have in 
view, namely, for mutual preference 
with the colonies, and for enabling 
us to bargain for better terms with 
our foreign competitors. 

“As regurds food, there is nothing 
in the policy of tariff reform which I 
have put before the country that

Commercial Advantages. 








Special Committee of Congress of Cham-’ 
. bers ef Commerce Reports a Com- 
premise Mesolatien om Preferential 
Trade Within the Empire—Debate on 
the Resolatien Opened by Mr. Cock- 
shatt of Teronte Beard of Trade. 


Montreal, Aug. 19.—The first prac- 
tical step in the direction of a re- 
vision of the fiscal policy of the Ear 
pire was taken yesterday, when the 
preferential trade resolution was re- 
ported to the Congress of Chambers 
of Comunerce. ~The historic debate 
on the ryeiprocal commercial rela- 
tions opened instantly and promises | 
ta-continue for tava days. The com- 
mittee’s report. was unanimous, but 
anany. hours: were required to reach 
the conclusion, There were twelve 
sets of resolutions urging preferential 
trade relations within the Em- 
pire. /Ten were from Canada = and 
there was one each from the London 
Chamber of Commence and the Man- 
chester Chamber of Commerce. These 
were crystallized by the committce 
into the following: 

Compromise Resolution. 

It is resolved, That in the opinion 
of thik congress the bonds of the 
British Empire should be materially 
strengthened and a union of the var- 
ious parts of His Majesty’s dominion 
greatly consolidated by the adoption 
of a commercial policy based upon 
the principle of mutual Lenefit, where- 
by cach component part of the Em- 
pire would receive a substantial ad- 
vantage in trade as the result of the 
national relationship, due considera- 
tlon being given to the fiscal need of 
component parts of the Expire, 
That this congress urges upon His 
Majesty's Gavernment the appoint- 
ment by them of a special commis- 
sion composed of representatives of 
Great Britain and her colonies and 
India to consider the possibilities of 
thus increasing and strengthening the 
trade relations between the different 
parts of the Fanjire, and the trading 
facilities within the Einpire and with 
furcign countries, 

The Debate. 

There were five spectnes inade on 
this resolution. The debute was op- 
ened by Mr. F. W. Cockshutt of To- 
ronto, in a great specch in its favor, 
and he was followed by Mr, S. B. 
Roulton, London Chainbers of Com- 
merce, in a most eloquent specch on 
the same side. Mr. BMarvey Dawe of 
Plymouth, Mr. N,N, Cohen of Lon- 
don, Hon. George. A. Druinnond of 
Montreal and Mr. Robert Menzhen of 
the Montreal Chambers ulso voiced 
their support of the resolution, 

Other Topics. 


During the forenoon several, speak- 
ers threshed out the subject of better 
consular service, and a reduction of 
the postal rates of the Empire, fav- 
oring a postal union. — Reselutiona 
were adopted, declaring an increase 
of the consular service imperative, 
and that it Was essential to the 
prosperity of the colonies that post- 
al rates be improved so that period- 
icals and newspapers can be circulot- 
ed as cheaply between the Mother 
Country and the colonics us between 
the British Empire and the foreign 
countrics adjacent. =

“SCIENCE OF BUILDING. 


Exactitude Which Charncterizes the 
. Construction of Skyscrapers. 
Many of the great stecl structures 

that are being bullt In erery city are 
Planned and molded in some distant 
clty—like the material for Solomon's 
temple of old—bundreds of miles away. 
It Is In some rolling mill town of Penn- 
sylvania that most of the gigantic 
frameworks for the modern skyscraper 
arc built All that remains to be done 
fs to put them together, and the bulld- 
ing rises up Iike’a house of blocks: 

Every plece {is fitted together and 
numbered before it is taken away 
from the stee} mill. So exact are the 
measurements that not even the drill- 
ing of a hole is necessary for fitting the 
rivets which fasten the plates and 
girders together. The watchlike pre- 
cision with which these parts arc made 
was shown In the construction of one 
of these buildings which is now being 
erected in Chicago. 

One of the large cross girders was 
missing In the framework of tbe sec- 
ond floor, and, though it did not Inter- 
fore with the placing of the frame- 
work on all-sides and abore ft, the 
tractor was worrled to know what 
had become of ft. When the frame 
work had grown as high as the sixth 
or seventh story and the missing plece 
had not yet been found around the rall- 
toad yards or heard of from any other 
source he wrote to the stcel mill, de- 
scribing it as closely as possible, order- 
ing that It be duplicated. 

By the return mail he recelved the 
following reply: 


As space is more valuable in 
Chicago than here In the country, we are 
storing missing girder for you. We knew 
that you would need a stcel derrick on 
that floor and kept the girder out so 
you would have room. Wiil ship it after 
the remaining stories have been com- 
pleted. 


The mill men had figured correctly on 
the building hundreds of miles away, 
and the girder could not have been 
placed in position even if it had been 
on the grounds on account of the der- 
tick.

Samuel Pepys in his famous diary 
takes occasion in one entry to unbur- 
den jimself thus: 

“Moreover, I am orerbourne with 
Grief, seeing that I, who must fain 
withstand bickerings at home and ban- 
ter abroad In my walks from Secthing 
Lane to the Navy Office, recelye no 
gain from the publickation of this my 
Diary. My pouch js In no wise en- 
riched thereby; yet many, methinks, 
do ride in fine coaches and keep open 
house by reason of my unconsidered 
Book, all so simple and Innocent. It 
gulls me to be told by my attorney (a 
shrewd knave and fairly bonest as at- 
torneys go) how this law of Copyright 
holds me powerless to galn a ducat for 
mine own enrichment, which makes mé 
mad. The parliament men might well 
consider to emend so barsh a law of 
Copyright.” 


A New Kind of Tax. 

The taxing of fat is a fiscal expedi- 
ent which fs new. A town in Sweden, 
it Is announced, has introduced a mu- 
nicipal tax on stoutness, which appears 
to be graduated according to the most 
approved modern principles of public 
finance. Any one weighing less than 
135 pounds goes free, an exemption 
which would scarcely apply to any able- 
bodied man, The great bulk of active 
taxpayers would be included {n the sec- 
ond division, which consists of persons 
scaling between 135 and 200 pounds; 
they pay $3.12 yearly. As for the 200 
pounders, their bulk is rated at $6 up 
to 270 pounds. Above that point every 
additional twenty pounds costs the pro- 
prietor of flesh another $6.

A chemist who bas a theory that ar 
senic fs one of the essential elements of 
every living organism and who fs never 
happy unless he is making tests has 
just made a series of exhaustive exper- 
iments with hens* eggs and os a result 
claims he found that all parts of an 
egg contain arsenic In appreciable quan- 
titles, He says of the whole quantity 
found In any one egg two-thirds beiong 
to the yolk and one-third to the white.

AN) UNKNOWN LAND, 


Parts of the 01d Roman Empire Use 
seen by Modern Eyes, 

Few people appreciate the fact that 
today, at the dawn of the twentieth 
century, there are still parts of the old 
Roman empire where no traveler of 
modern times bas been; that there are 
ancient towns which no tourist. has 
seen, temples and towers that no lover 
of classic Mterature has delighted fn, 
inscriptions in ancient Greek that no 
savant has as yet deciphered—whole 
regions,-in fact, full of antiquities for 
which no Bacdeker has been written 
and which are not shown upon the Iat- 
est maps. There are reglons within 
our temperate zone where no modern 
European foot has trod, so far as we 
are able to tell—regions where the civ- 
illzation of Greece and Rome once 
flourished: and where fine monuments 
of cldssic art and of an unfamillor art 
that supplanted the classic waste their 
beauties upon the Iguerant. sight o 
halt civilized nomads. eee 

To realize the truth of this one needs 
only to cross the ranges of mountains 
that run parallel to the eastern coast of 
the Mediterranean and, avoiding all 
caravan routes, Journey independently 
about the barren country that Iles be- 
tween these mountains and the Eu- 
phrates. Here Is a territory which, 
though not wholly unexplored, is full 
of most wonderful surprises. Here are 
cities and towns Jong deserted, not so 
great or so Imposing perhaps as Pal- 
myra, but far better preserved than 
the city of Zenobia and giving a much 
truer picture of the life of the ancient 
inhabitants than one can draw from 
these famous ruins. 

These towns are not buricd, like the 
great citles of the Mesopotamian plains, 
nor have their sites been bullt upon In 
modern times, ns those of tle classic 
cities of Greece have been. They stand 
out against the sky upon high ridges or 
lle sheltered in sequestered valleys, pre- 
senting to the view of the traveler as 
he approaches them very much the 
same aspect as they did in the fourth 
century of our era when Inbabited by 
prosperous, cultivated and happy peo- 
ple or when deserted by those inhab- 
itants some 1,300 years ago.

men are possessed of special qualiti- 
cations mentioned in the bill, 

A new class of clerkshipa® will be 
created, known as grade “A."" The 
minimum salary for these will be 
$2,400, with annual increases to $2,- 
500. 

Tho minimum salary for juntor and 
first-class clerks is made $700, and 
the’ maximum salary $1,000, — but 
such clerks may be paid $50 each for 
optional subjects, not to make their 
salaties on appointment more than 

_ $800. Junior serond-class clerks naw 
in the Government employ may be 
paid $700 a year, if they ore not re- 
celving that amount already, 

No person shall be appointed a 
third-class clerk without passing the 
qualifying civil service examinations. 
The minimum salary shall be $400 in 
this grade, and maximum $700. Fif- 
ty dollars each may be paid for op- 
tional subjects, not to increase the 
salary on appointment beyond $500.

Strathcona Makes Congressmen 
Unite For the Empire. 





Thrilling Scene in the Fifth Cevgress of 
“the Chambers ef Commerce of the 
Empire Whea Frotectienist Resol- 
ation Was Presented and Adepted— 
Ovation to the Peacemaker and * Ged 
Save the King’ Over All. 


Montreal, Aug. 21.—The great Gs- 
cal debate in the Chamber of Com- 
merce Congress closed yesterday, with 
the passing of a resolution which Bull 
further compromised the difference 
betwoen Mr. W. F. Cockshutt’s mo- 
tion and Sir William Holland's 
amendment by uniting some featurcs 
of both. The change consisted in in- 
serting Sir’ Willlam Holland's. two 
words, *‘and industrial’ in the clause 
reading “‘‘undue consideration being 
given to tho fiscal and industrial 
needs of the Empire."" The portion 
of the Manchester amendment which 
was omitted in deference to the sen- 
timents of the Canadians was the 
view of avoiding injury to any 
words which Sir William proposed 
should be inserted after ‘‘component 
parts of the Empire.’ The compro- 
mise resolution was ultimately sub- 
mitted by Lord Strathcona, whose 
appearance, hailed as that of a medi- 
ator, was received with great checr- 
ing. The resolution as finally adopt- 
ed then calls for a policy of mutual 
benefit in the following words: 

The Comprem|se Resolution. 


- “fe is resolved that in the opinion 


of this Congress the bonds of the 
British Empire would be materially 
strengthened and the union of the 


various parts of His Majesty's do- 
minions greatly consolidated by the 
adoption of a commercial policy bas- 
ed upon the principle of mutual 
benefit, whereby cach component part 


of the Eimpire would receive a sub- 
stantial advantaze in trade as the 


result of. its national relationship, 
due consideration being given to the 
fiscal and industrial needs of the 
component parts of the Empire; that 
this Congress urges upon His Ma- 
jesty’s Government the appointment 
by them of a special commission com- 
posed of represcntatives of > Great 
Britain and her colonies and India 
to. consider the possibility of thus 
increasing and strengthening the 
trade relations between the different 
parts of the Empire, and the trading 
facilities within the Empire and with 
foreign countries.”" 
A Thrilling Scone. 


‘This resolution was accepted by 
Mr. Cockshutt and Sir William IIol- 
land and passed at 12.50 unanimous- 
ly. ‘The consununation of the plan to 
promote tariff revision provoked a 
thrilling scene. Every delegate Was 
on his feet, shouting and waving pa- 
pers, or hats. Some of them climbed 
to the chairs and desks in their de- 
monstrative efforts to manifest their 
satisfaction. Even Lord Brassey left 
his place in the chair to walk over 
and congratulate Lord Strathcona. 

The lofty tone of the Uebate was 
eyen more pronounced than Wednes- 
day. Thore were forty-four speakers 
on the joint resolution, but only 
twenty of them succeeded in secure 
ing place.

Strathcona Makes Congressmen 
Unite For the Empire. 








Thrilling Scene In the Fifth Congress of 
the Chambers of Comméree of the 
Zmpire When Protectientat Resol- 
ution Was Presented and Adopted— 

- Ovation te the Peacemaker and “Ged 


Bave the King’’ Over All. 


Montreal, Aug. 21.—The great fis- 
cal debate in the Chamber of Com- 
merce Congress closed yesterday, with 
the passing of a resolution which still 
further compromised the difference 
betwoen Mr. W. F. Cockshutt’s mo- 
tion and Sir William Holland's 
amendment by uniting some featurcs 
of both. The change consisted in in- 
serting Sir William Ilolland’s | two 
words, ‘‘and industrial’ in the clause 
reading ‘‘undue consideration being 
given to tho fiscal and industrial 
necds of the Empire.’’ The portion 
of the Manchester amendment which 
was omitted in deference to the sen- 
timents of the Canadians was the 
viow of avoiding injury to any 
words which Sir William proposed 
should be ioserted after *‘component 
parts of the Empire.” The compro- 
mise resolution was ultimately  sub- 
mitted by Lord Strathcona, whose 
appearance, hailed as that of a medi- 
ator, was received ‘with great checr- 
ing. The resolution as finally adopt- 
ed then calls for a policy of mutual 
benefit in the following words: 

‘The Compremise Nesolutios. 


“It is resolved that in the opinion 
of this Congress the bonds of the 
British Empire would be materially 
strengthened and the union of the 
various parts of His Majesty’s do- 
minions greatly consolidated by the 
adoption of a commercial policy bas- 
ed upon the principle of mutual 
benefit. whereby cach component part 
of the Empire would receive # sub- 
stantial advantaxe in trade as the 
result of its national relationship, 
due consideration being given to the 
fiscal and industrial needs of the 
component parts of the Empire; that 
this Congresa urges upon His Ma- 
jesty’s Government the appointment 
by them of.a special commission com- 
posed of represcntatives of Great 
Britain and her colonies and India 
to consider the possibility of thus 
increasing and strengthening tho 
trade relations between the different 
partx of the Empire, and the trading 
facilities within the Empire and with 
foreign countries."* 

A Thrilling Scene. 

‘This resolution was accepted by 
Mr. Cockshutt and Sir William Mol- 
lund and passed at 12.50 unanimous- 
ly. The consun:nation of the plan to 
promoto tariff ision provoked a 
thrilling scene, ery delegate 
on his feet, shouting and waving pa- 
pers, or hats. Some of them climbed 
to the chairs and desks in their de- 
monstrative efforts to manifest their 
satisfaction, Even Lord Brassey left 
his place in the chair to walk over 
and congratulate Lord Strathcona. 

The lofty tone of the debate was 
even moire pronounced than Wednes- 
day. There were forty-four speakers 
on the joint resolution, but only 
twinty of them succeeded In secure 
ing place. ‘They were: George E. 
Davis, Bristol; James Patterson, 
Glasgow; James Peat, Leeds; Colon. 
el Penison, Toronto; PD. Marsland, 
O!dham; W. Sanfori Evans, Winni- 
peg: J. Stephen Jeans, London; Al- 
exander H. MacNeill, Rossland B, 
C,; Edward Snell, Durban, South 
Atrica; J. C. Poynton, Protoria; T. 
Vv. S. Angier, London; Hon. M, A. 
Robert, Cawnpore; Charles Lancas- 
ter, Liverpool; S. W. Royce, Man- 
chester; W. D. Peacock, Tasmania, 
Australia: Hon. T. A. Brassey of 
London, the chairman's son; W. F. 
Cockshutt, Brantford, E. J. Gill, N. 
L. Cohen, London; Sir Willian Mol 
land, Manchester. Lord Strathcona 
was not scheduled for a speech and 
was only called in the cloventh hour 
to secure harmony. Of these specch- 
es Cockshutt, MacNoill, Evans — and 
Brassey carried off the honors for the 
strength of their arguments and the 
riots they provoked from the demon- 
strative delegates. Marsland alone of 
this number formally opposed the ro- 
solution in its original form. 

Tributeto the Peacemaker. 

At the conclusion of theydebate, 
ainid intense excitement, Lord Bras- 
sey onaid: ‘In the interests of the 
wire solution of the great question 
we have been debating, and for the 
credit of-this Congress and for the 
true expression of our mutual renti- 
inents and regard personally towards 
one another, it is extremely desir- 
able that our proceedings should ter- 
minate with a resolution” which 
should be passed nemine contradi- 
cent. You have heard Mr, Cockshutt 
and the representatives who, like 
himself, represent a large body — of 
opinion, which, as you know is but 
imperfectly represented in this hall. 
Now, gentlemen, that is the situa- 
tion, and 1 think we shall all agree 
to this, that if one man should come 
amongst us, who can by his wisdom 
pod his influence bring us to a com- 
mon conclusion, that he is a man to 
whom we shall all be greatly indebt- 
edo That man‘is present: here—Lord 
Strathcona.” (Applause.) 

Lord Strathepna’s Feply. 

After the ovation Lord Strathcona 
answered: “Lord Brassey and gentle- 
men, delegates of this Congress, as 
you all kn I have taken no part 
in the dise jon that. have been 
had within the last four days, having 
confined’ myself to a few introductory 
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the Mother Country or from the: col- 












remarks as honorary president of the 
Congress, in the forenoon of Monday 
last; when we first mot here. And I 
cortainly would not intervene. at this 
time. wore it not that I knew I could 
count on your great indulgence and 
consideration, and that I knew that 
each and all, whether coming from 


onies over the seas, or from this col- 
ony and this nation of _Canade. I 
knew that you had all’ the one ob- 
ject in view, that is of doing what 
in your opinion was for the best in- 
terest of thy whole Empire. We do 


not look to ong locality or another, 
but we must judge of whatlis requir 
ed under the diferent circumstances 
of the different portions of — the Ein- 
pire for their welfare and then con- 
sider how this can be made to sub- 
serve all the intvrests of the  Em- 
pire.’ : 

Lord Strathcona then paid a tri- 
bute to the honcsty and zeal’ of ad- 
herents of both sides of the contro- 
versy, and after an eloquent: tribute 
to the King as n peacemaker in the 
world's politics, said: 

“We in Cunadn are apt to express 
ourselves soinewhat ’ forcibly, because 
We -are. very earnest, but we ~know 
our friends on the other side are also 
not less earnest, and we have, as-I 
have said” already, but cone object 
in view. “Were it not so I would 
have hesitated to be here addressing 
you on the present occasion. It is 
that of endenvoring to find out a 
modus vivendi, of having what each 
and all approve of, and not only 
consent to, but cordially and heartily 
approve of, I think I cannot do bet- 
ter than to just put before you the 
resolution which I have in my band, 
and which I have no doubt, I cannot 
otherwise believe, will be accepted 
by all those who have spoken and 
those who have listened to the most 
eloquent addresses we have — heard 
in this assemblage. And I venture to 
xay that in no gathering of commer- 
cial men, in no gathering of — poli- 
sicians, if you will, in no assembl- 
age of people coming together for 
one object, has there been more clo- 
quence displayed than in this Con- 
gress. IT will now with your permis- 
sion, Mr. President and gentlemen, 
move the comprouise resolution.” 

Wit Adjourn Friday. 

The Congress will adjourn Friday 
at noon, The completion of Canad- 
Jan confederation by securing New- 
foundland was the absorbing topic of 
the afternoon and provoked much 
enthusiasm. A resolution in this 
direction, introduced by Col. Ponton, 
of the Belleville Board of Trade, 
was carried unanimously: 

A resolution to improve the copy- 
right law was unanimously carricd. 

‘Tho live stock interests of Canada 
also secured the passage of the resol- 
ution offered by the St. John Board 
of Trade relative to restrictions up- 
on Canadian cattle in Britain.

ANNEXATION OF NEWFOUND- 
LAND. 


Torento World: The completion of, 
‘Canadian confederation by sceuring 
Newloundland was the absorbing 
topic of the afternoon and provoked 
much enthusiasm. ibe following re- 
solution, intruduced by Col. Ponton, 
of the Belleville Board of Trade, was 
carricd unanimously : 

“it is reselved that to fully round 
out and complete Canadian confeder- 
ation and to Strengthen = Loperial 
unity, dt is, in the opinion of this 
Congress of Chambers of Commerce 
ef the Empire, essential that New- 
toundland should be included as a 
constituent part of the Dominlun of 
Canuda. The present is an opportune 
time to cuter upoen negoltiatiuns lead- 
ing to this resule in view of the pend- 
ing tariff treaty between Now found- 
land and the United States and the 
triendly relutions nex existing be 
tween France atid Great Britain and 
the probable disposition on he part 
of France to scttle fur ull time mat- 
ters so long in dispute respecting 
the French shore. It is, in the opin- 
ion of this Congress a mutter of fin- 
perianal bnportance that one intact 
Atlantic seaboard should be thus por- 
mancutly secured.” 

Col. Vonton said: “I belleve it was 
in 1894 a conference was held be- 
tween Canada and Newfoundland, but 
the conference dropped because Can- 


ada refused to assume the

think Canada reslized the extent of 
it—§2,081,000 of exports, $1,600,000 of 
imports, with and from Newfound- 
land alone. Every one said “ fish,” 
but he said no, minerals, and thnber 
as well. ; 

Now, was it not important that 
this (rade should be secured for all 
time? At present Newfoundland was 
under what he might call a divided 
allegiance. He put this forward asa 
proposition that every Britisher 
would respond to that on British 
soil there was no more roum for two 
prerogative flags. Was it not a fact 
that, along with the British flag, 
there was a French flag, Unat at 
different seasons of the year was 
hoisted as the prerogative flag, pnd 
hoisted along with the Union Jack, 
but hoisted as the flag of authority?

of thoir secret service officials, while 
he still continued to be chief exccu- 
tive ofMfcer of the order for the. Do- 
tminion. George Estes, president of 
the order, exercised an all but com- 
picte control over the movements of 


the striking forces and directed the 
entire strike. 
Mrought Abeut by Intrigue,

General Conclusions. 


In ‘the conclusions of the commis- 
sioners the problems to which the 
Telations of organized labor and or 
ganized. capital have given rise and 
more particularly the matter of in- 
dustrial disputes and questions inci- 
dent to them are carefully reviewed, 
and the rights and duties of the ro- 
spective parties ti relation thereto set 
forth, ‘The right of workmen to com- 
‘bine is defended, but .the xympathet- 
ic atrike, the boycott, intimidation, 
blacklisting nnd picketing, as com- 
monly practised, are condemned, 

The. strike for recognition, accord- 
ing to the report, should not bo de- 
clarcd unlawful, but it is specially 
incumbent on the authorities when 
such a strike takes place to ace that 
no illegal or criminal methods are 
used to gain reinforcements, 

With respect to international or- 
ganizations, it is pointed out that 
tho chief objection is the liability of 
Canadian workmen to interference by 
officials in matters of contract and 


in settlement of differences with their 
employes. In this conncction, if 
Parliament would declare that, not- 
withstanding anything contained in 
the constitution or in the rules of 
the international bodics, any uagree- 
ment arrived at by an employer 
with his employcs in settlement of a 
dispute should be valid and binding, 
the most formidable objection to 
these bodies would be removed. 
Different erts of Unions. 


The report draws a sharp lino of 
distinction between the legitimate 
trade union and ‘ta class of so-called 
union which is not really a trade un- 
jon at all, but a secret political or- 
ganization.’’ ‘To the latter class are 
assigned the American Labor Union. 
the Western Federation of Miners and 
the United Brotherhood of Railway 
Employes, which are in confedera- 
tion’ with each other and whose 
leaders were engaged in a conspiracy 
to sweep ‘all the employes of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific ifailway into the 
United Brotherhood and all coal min- 
ers into the Western” Federation, 
doubtless with a view to being able 
to stop all transportation and all 
mining whenever it night appear ex- 
pedient in the advancement of the 
cominon end, The commissioners sav 
that all legitimate trade unionism 
ought to. be encouraged and protect- 
ed, but organizations such as these 
referred to should be prohibited and 





declared illegal, and thee ought to 
be a strict enforcement of the law 
relating to the administration of 


voluntary oath. ‘The commissioners 
suggested that provision be made for

the sacormeration of trade unions 

with a model constitution. 
Government Interference. 


The cstablishment of boards of con- 
ciliation and tho compulsory investi- 
Ratign of: disputes are recommended, 
While the-weight of opinion;) as ex- 
pressed before tho) c@mmission, was 
opposed to compulsory arbitration, 
the commissioners advise that in caso 
of disputes affecting the public inter- 
est which are not settled within a 
certain period the Government should 
have power to refer tho matter. to, 
a court, whose award shall be bind- 
ing for a period not exceeding onv 
year. As to forcign interference, the 
commissioners think it necessary for 
Parliament to interfere in the diree- 
tion’ of making it an offence for any 
person not a British subject who has 
not been a resident in tha Province 
for at least one year to procure or 
incite any employe in Canada to quit 
employment without the conxent of 
the employer or. for any. person, in 
Canada to communicate in any way 
the contents of nny order or request 
by persons individually resident with- 


out Canada’ having in view tho 
bringing about of a strike im this 
country, 

The report concludes with a ro- 


cominendation in fexor of atrength- 
ening the laws of labor, which should 
be dono, gradually and with due re- 
gard to the conditions of the par- 
ticular industry in other countries,

Ottawa, Aug. 22.—The supplemen- 
tary extimatcs will not be brought 
down before the end of the debate 
on the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
scheme. Whon they are unfolded to 
the public gaze, they will pretty 
nearly stagger humanity. It is said 
that the supplementarics provide for 
expenditures amounting to twenty- 
five inillion dollars. 

Much difficulty has been encounter- 
ed by the Government in whipping 
all- its followers into line for the 
Grand ‘Trunk Pacific contract. 
Strong protcsts were made from 
some quarters on the ground that 
public sentiment could not be recon- 
ciled to such a scheme. To soften 
these protests and to place certain 
inmcmbers in a better position to car- 
ry their constituenclos, appropria- 
tions for public works have had to 
be ‘recommended, almost regardless 
of the staggering total. It is to 
provide for these public works that 
supplementary — estimates, reaching 
far into the millions, have been de- 
termined upon by the Government. 


The Debstes Hun Along. 


The debate on the national trans 
continental railway project developed 
no argunwnts of startling originality 
yesterday. Mr. A. Broder of Dundas 
sent home somw well-pointed truths 
and Mr. Uriah Wilson indulged in 
some vigorous criticisms. 

Mr. Charles Marcil of Bonaventure 
had the floor in the morning sitting 
of tho llouse. He cemented with his 
eloquence, for something like the six- 
teenth time, the scattered portions 
of this young Dominion.

REVOLUTION GROWS WIDE. 


The Macrdeslas ** Nough Heuse”’—Iasar- 
gents Burm Villages and Are Arrested 
by Bulgarian Oficers. 


Sofia, Aug. 22.—All the despatches 
received here yesterday indicate that 
the revolution in Macedonia is 
Spreading. Thé most alarming news 
mlates to an outbreak covering a 
considerable arca in the eastern part 
of the Adriahople Vilaset, where the 
insurgents have captured the town of 
Vasiliko, They took the chief Turk- 
ish officials prixoners, and brought 
them to the Bulgarian frontier, 
where they liberated them. The 
‘Turkish officials, fearing to return to 
Vasiliko, sought refuge of the Bul- 
gavian authorities who sent them to 
an hotel in Burgas, Where they are 
at liberty to remain or depart,

LIFE IN ENGLISH VILLAGES: 


: : 
I¢ Is Not the Idylllc Form That Poete: 
Ae Sing About. 
.+ “I know a village where there are no 
fewer than thirty cottages with but 
one ‘bedroom nplece, and in each of 
these sipgle bedrooms six, seven and- 
more p«dple are sleeping,” says A. 
Monteflure-Bruce, writing in the Lon- 
don Afall about life In the average Eng- 
lish village. “In one of them, father, 
mother and eight children huddled to- 
gether. In another, father, mother and 
alx children—three of whom are grown 
up—are sleeping. In these cottages 
there is one living room downstairs 
and no sanitary arrangement of any 
kind,’ At the back of the cottages runs 
an open ditch. It is also an open sewer. 
“Here, in the very heart of the coun- 
try, I expect to find abundance of pure 
water, abundance of sweet air. Too 
often I find neither about the cottages. 
Hundreds of villages have no water 
supply, though a comparatively small 
expenditure could provide it. I know 
a village—It Is typical of hundreds— 
where the cottagers hare to go half a 
mile to get water. <A foul ditch fur- 
nishes another village with the whole 
of its water supply. Offensive refuse 
heaps Ne piled round the crumbling 
Walls of the cottages. The wooden 
floors within are rotten with sewage. 
“Norfolk, Suffolk and Essex contain 
many such villages, and other counties 
—such as Bedford, Cambridgeshire, 
Wiltshire, Dorset, Somerset—easily vie 
with them. I could write of lonely 
cottages far across the fields, with no 
water within a mile, whence the chil- 
dren morning after morning walk two 
miles to school, and drag their tired 
limba that distance back again at night 
—and this whatever the weather; 
where the postal service comes but 
once a week; where the men and boys 
walk daily five or six miles to and from 
work; where of drainage there is none; 
where of the simplest sanitation there 
fs none; where the medical officer of 
health comes not, and where the {n- 
Spector of nuisances is unknown.”

A few minutes after 9 o'clock the 
former Premier turned slightly to- 
wards his favorite daughter, Lady 
Gwendoline Cecil, who was kneoling 
beside him, and then quietly breath- 
cd his last. All the members of His 
Lordship’s family, except Lord Ce- 
cil, were at the bedside. 

The Village of Hatfield, which still 
retains many features of tho ftudal 
period, was fillod with anxious resi- 
dents awaiting the news! of Salis- 
bury’s demise.

Viscount Cranborne, who now as 
guines the title of Marquis of Salis- 
bury, immediately notified King Ed- 
ward and. Queen Alexandra, the 
Prince and Princess of Wales and 
others, including Lord Edward Ce 
cil, the soldier son of Lord Salis- 
bury, who is now in Egypt, and who 
was the only child of the Marquis 
nbsent from the death-bed. Scores of 
telegrams of condolence were receiy- 
ed at Hatfield House. 

The ex-Premier, though. retired 
from political life, was an important 
figure in many public ways, He was 
warden of the Cinque Ports, High 
Ward of Westminster, and Chancellor 
of Oxford University. His death 
places an Order of Knight of the Gar- 
ter within the‘disposal of King Ed- 
ward. . . 

Saturday was the fifticth anniver- 
sary of his entrance Into public life 
as a member of parliament for Stam- 
ferd, Robert Cecil, Marquis of Salis- 
bury. His disappearanco from the 
scene leaves a vacancy which men of 
the newer generation will find hard 
to fill. He waa tho greatest | figuro 
left on Dritain’s political stage on 
which he had remained until the Im- 
it of his endurance was reached. 

M.P. For Stamford. 

When half a century ago young 
Lord Robert Cecil had just returned 
from’ a visit to the Australian gold 
fields he became a member of tho 
Ifouse of Commons for Stamford, 
which was practically a pocketbor- 
ough of the Marquis of Exeter, him- 
s-lf a Cecil. Since then Lord Salis- 
bury’s carcer is part of modern his- 
tory. 

In private life, as in politics, — he 
was always the great aristocrat. Tlis 
party never darcd to attempt to dic- 
tate to him. His “people on bis 
estates in seven counties also re 
garded him as their chicf ina fash- 
jon which is quite raro nowadays. 
This was particulurly noticeable at 
his home extate at Hatfield, whose 
villagers throughout the, past anx- 
ious days have shown that’ silent 
courtesy which only springs from sin- 
cere respect.

Lord Salisbury had long been a 
great suffercr from gouty complaints, 
Lord Salisbury’s death and the con-

In 
3865 he was interrupted in an im- 
portant specch in the Commons with 
the announcement of the death of his 
eldest brother, Viscount Cranborne. 
This nade Salisbury the heir to the 
title and big estate of the Marquis 
of Salisbury. In 1866 he entered 
Lord Derby's Cabinet. He became 
Fércign Scerctary under Disracli. In 
1996 he reached the Premiership, 
holding it but one year. In 1894 he 
was recalled to power and served un- 
til the accession of Mr, Balfour. He 
Was an opponent of Home Tule in 
Ireland, believed in the protection of 
homo industries, was ultra-conserva- 
tive regarding internal politics, but 
aggressively radical in-his Foreign 
politics. He astounded all Europe 
by dictating to the world at the 
Berlin conference, drawing his finger 
through the map of the Balkan 
mountains, and saying, ‘England 
draws the line here,’” thus proving a 
barrier to the dismemberment — of 
‘Turkey. Dismarck declared it Was 
the boldest specch that ever came 
from an English Premicr’s lips. The 
ultimatum stood, He ranked as the 
master of the art of clear, succinct 
oratory. -

in the Court Circular last night, dat- 
ed Marienbad, Sunday. It runs as fol- 
lows: 

“The King hus received with  pro- 
found regret the news of the death 
of the Marquis of Salisbury, and His 
Majesty deeply deplores the loss of 
SO great a statesman, whose invalu- 
able services to Queen Victoria, to 
the King and his country in the 
highest offices of state, which he held 
for so many years, will ever diwell 
in the memory of his fellow-country- 
men."* 

Messages of condolence are pouring 
in at Hatfield House, ‘The senders in- 
clude King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra, the Queen of Portugal and 
President Loybet. Touching refer- 
ences Were nade to the dead states- 
inan in the pulpits of almost all the 
churches in the United — Kingdom.

It is 
true, nevertheless, that in a majority 
of cases If you succeed in fitting the left 
foot you will have no trouble with the 
tight. My practice is to try both feet 
before I pronounce a pair of ahocs a 
perfect fit. Then Iam sure of avoiding 
any mistake growing out of pecullar- 
itles of foot formation. No two per- 
sons have feet formed exactly allke, 
and the shoe salesiuan who thinks so 
and {s governed accordingly will mect 
with many complaints. 

“For some time F pondered over the 
problem of fitting shoes to feet, aad ca- 
pecially as to why the left foot should 
be considered the standard by which 
to be governed. The only rational the- 
ory I have ever been able to evolve Is 
a very simple one when you come to 
consider it. Nine out of ten persons 
you mect are right handed, as we say. 
About one person In ten, or perhaps the 
per cent Is even less than that, uses his 
left hand. If you will observe persons 
who use the right hand when they are 
standing and talking they invariably 
rest their weight on the left foot. And, 
vice versa, a left handed person will 
-rest his or her weight on the right foot. 
The result is that with right handed 
persons the left foot is probably a frac 
tion larger than the right foot, and the 
shoe clerk must inevitably find this to 
be a fact sooner or later.”

Fatal Nitro-Glycerine Explosion 
at Leamington, Ont. 


Twenty Quarts of the Explosive Caus.d 
Groat f’avoe—Derrick Was Blown to 
Mieces and a Mole 15 Feet Square and 
20 Feet Deep Wes Torn Up Aroanil 
the Well — Some Very Narrow Me 
capes. 

Leamington, Aug. 24.—A ~ terrible 
accident occurred here Saturday at

Budapest, Aug. 25.—(1 a.m.}—Be- 
tween 40 and 50 persons were burn- 
ed to death, according to reports at 
this hour, in ‘n’ fire last night in a 
four-story, building. 

Tha lower floors of the building 
Wero occupied by a fancy goods firm; 
named Goldberg, and the upper floors 

© af residential flats. There were 200 
working people in the building, and 
the escape of many of them and” of 
the residents on tho third and fourth 
fourth tloora were cut off. The ware- 

~ house contained piles of flimsy ma- 
terial and tho flames spread = with 

= reat rapidity. Only the work peo- 
plo, near the doors *below were able 
to escape. 

The residents above, seeing their 
escape cut off, clung desperately to 
the windows, screamiog for help. Fif- 
tcen persons were saved by jumping 
into fire nets. Many in jumping 
missed the nets, thirteen being killed 
in this way. Sixtcen others were 
mortally and nine seriously injured. 

Several buildings near by caught 
fire, but the firemen extinguished the 
flames in these before heavy damage 
had been done. 

The damage is estimated at 4,000,- 
000 kroncn, mostly covered by in- 
surance.

Winds te Be Light te Fresh to Variable, © 


Mostly Yrom Seme Easterly Foint— 
The Re-measuremeat. 

Washington, Aug. 25.—‘‘To Observ- 
er, Now York: ‘The winds ‘Tuesday 
over the international yacht race 
course Will be light to fresh and vari- 
able, though mostly from some east- 
erly point. Unscttled weather, pos- 
sibly showers,” (Signed) Franken- 
field."*

cable and anchor weighing that much 
the Shamrock HI. was measured in 
dry dock in the Erie Basin yeater- 
duy, The net result was that there 
was no change in the time allowance 
of 1 minute and 57 scconds. 

The Direction of Courses, 


The chart herewith shows the pos- 
sible directions in which the course 
can be laid’ from the Sandy Ilook 
Lightship, the starting point. of tho 
races.

‘Tocdlay’s race, which will be over a 
triangular course ten knots to a side,

The radial lines show the points of 
the compass, the continuous lines jn- 
dicating the ful} points, and the 
broken lines the half points.

while the broken line immediately be- 
low indicates cast, half south.

On account of the draught of the 
yachts the course cannot be Inid 
north of cast northeast half east,’ nor 
West of south southwest half west. 
‘The most northerly course would take 
the yachts to a point close to the 
Long Island shore, a mile or two east 
of Long Beach, Tho most westerly 
course, on the other hand, ‘would take 
them close to the Jersoy coast, nenr- 
ly opposite Asbury Park. Any other 
course would take them along ono, 
or between two of the intermediate 
radial lines.

Ancient Etiquette of Gloves, 

In the middle ages etiquette with re 
fanl to gloves was far more stringent 
than at present. For instance, no one 
Was permitted to enter a church wear- 
ing gloves, which were considered Just 
as much out of place ns it would now- 
adays be to remain in any sacred cdl- 
fice with a hat on.

They Are Provided With the Beat of 
Everything. 

“How do circus men and women 
live while on the road‘? sald a circus 
mun, “Why, they live better than over 
before, We carry almost 1,000 people, 
and I doubt if you can dnd one of that 
number who Ia discontented with ila or 
her lot. Several years ago it was cus- 
temary with the inajority of circuses 
to provide Inferlor cars for their bust- 
Hess stat and performers and compel 
the laborers to sleep under the big red, 
Wagons or the flat car, The passage of 
time haw changed the order of things, 
Circus folk now travel as well as if not 
better than the majority of men and 
women who are constantly moving 
frcm one portion of the United States 
to the other in search of pleasure, 

“Our business staf and performers 
live In spacious Pullman cars, Tho 
beds are soft and roomy, nnd tho bed- 
clothing {9 always fresh and clean, The 
citcus has twelve Pullmans of this 
kind, and on each one fs Q porter, 
whose duty It ts to Pollsh the shoes of 
all the occupants each night, look after 
the Jaundry and make the beds and 
sweep and dust/the cars. These cara 
are vestibuled, und at the head of the 
train fg on extra long dining car, where 
the majority “of the people are fed. 
This dinner is looked after by a compe- 
tent steward, with a staff of 00d cooks 
and walters, and breakfast and dinner 
are served there each day. The per. 
fermers take thelr luncheon on the 
elicus grounds Immediately after pa- 
rade, 

“The laborers, including the drivers, 
canvas men, hostlers, property han- 
ders andanimal men, are served with 
three meals on, the groutd. The food 
Provided is of the best, and there is al- 
Ways plenty of it. Every laborer has a 
bed. The drivers and’ hostlers have 
swinging bunks In the cars directly 
above thelr horses; the animal men are 
Accommodated In cozy little staterooms 
Aitted up In the big elephant cars, while 
the property handlers nnd canvas men 
sleep in coaches that greatly resemble 
tourist cars. Every one has good quar- 
ters and splendid food, and in conse- 
quence it ta seldom that a complaint fg 
heard.”—Kansax Clty Journal.

The Seam For Wash Linens. 

The overlakl scam is worth consid- 
ering where wash linen gowns are con- 
cerned. The “Inside out" of the ordl- 
nary seam fs so hideously shown up 
by the action of the iron that it Is or 
should be taboocd. So perhaps one of 
the most practically useful skirts for 
the purpose has its scams well orer- 
laid and stitched down, a hip yoke 
plece molded perfcetly to the figure 
recelving the skirt at the top, except 
in the immediate front, where the 
smartly cut front gore runs up to the 
waist itself. An alternative model Is 
the popular box plalted skirt, and bere 
the turnings of the upper part of the 
seams before the box plaits begin, are 
trebly stitched on elther side and thus 
tive almost the effect of overlaying 
and’ realst the deadly efforts of the 
Jaundresa, The seams of coats and 
boleros, occurring na they-do only on 
the shoulders and under the atms, are 
Ukewise best overlaid and stitched, 
the sleeve seains only being stitcbed 
naturally and bound inside without be- 
ing pressed open In the usual fashion.

: (Liguid Refreshment. 

Among a number of delicious and re- 
freshing drinks for the heated term, the 
following are suggested by the Boston 
Cooking School Magazine: 

Lemon Fizz—Grate the yellow rind 
from three Jemons and squeeze out the 
juice of six. Pour over this two quarts 
of boiling water, stir In balf a pound of 
granulated sugar and: corer closely. 
When lukewarm, add balfa small cake 
of compressed yeast that has ‘been dis- 
solved in one cup of lukewarm water. 
Cover and jet stand ofernight. The 
following morning bottle and tie down 
the cork. Put In a cool place. It Is 
ready for use In a day, When poured 
into glasses, it efferresces and bas a 
sparkling effect. r 

Bllver Top.—Take the juice of slx lem- 
ons and the grated rind of three. Boll 
two pounds of sugar in fhree quarts of 
water half an hour, Beat the whites of 
two eggs to a stilt froth, add to the sir- 
up while boiling and let cool. Add the 
lemon. Let stand overnight and strain. 
Fill glasses half full of shaved ice and 
add the sirup and a few ripe strawber- 
ties or cherrics, : 

Frult Punch.—Boll a pound of sugar, 
2 pint of water and the thin yellow 
rind of a Jemon ten minutes. Strain, 
and while bot add a pound of stoned 
cherries, a pint of currant juice and a 
grated pineapple. Add two quarts of 
water, the strained alrup and the julce 
of six lemons and four orunges. Ict 
stand a few hours before serving. Half 
Hill the glaas with ice broken to size of 
halflstones and fill with the punch 

Lime Squash.—-Put a tablespoonful of 
simple sirup (one pound of sugar boiled 
ten minutes with ene pint of water) in 
a glass, Squeeze.In the julce of two 
limes, and add a tiny pinch of baking 
soda and two tablespoonfuls of shaved 
ice. FI with water, stir and drink 
while effervescing. This can be varied 
infinitely. Crushed strawberries or 
eberries may be added or a few sprigs 
of fresh borage, which has the flavor of 
celery. 

Iceland Shiver—MIx the juice of four 
lemons and two oranges with six table- 
spoonfuls of simple sirup, Fill a glass 
with shaved ice, Add four tablespoon- 
fuls of the mixed Juice and sirup and 
sip with a spoon. 

Russian Cup.—Make a sirup of two 
pounds of sugar and three quarts of 
water, While hot add two large cu- 
cumbers, sliced. Let stand two hours 
and strain. Add a pint of strong tea 
and the julce of six lemons. Serve 
with cracked Ice. 

Parfait Amour (Perfect Love).—Wash 
some large white grapes, peel and re- 
move the seeds. Half fill glasses with 
the grapes, then fill with crushed ice. 
With a spoon press the ice on to the 
grapes to brulse them and cause the 
juice to flow. Add a tablespoonful of 
lemon juice, the same amount of orange 
julco and a tablespoonful of simple 
sirup. Let stand half an bour. Give 
a few. stirs with a spoon, add a few 
strawberrics, nod fll the glass with wa- 
ter. Serve with a straw. 

Peach Cup.—Weigh ten pounds of 
peaches, Peel, cut In slices and put In 
Jayers with sugar. Use one pound of 
sugar. Let stand two hours. Add two 
quarts of water and strain through 
cheese cloth, pressing out all the juice. 
Add a pint of strawberries, in slices, or 
raspberries, and a few sprays of 
bruised mint. Pour this on to a pint 
o2- cracked Ice. 








A Summer Drenkfast Dish, 

The agreeable acidity of tomatoes 
makes them good food at this season. 
An appetizing dish Is prepared with 
these and eggs, Wash as many round, 
sinooth tomatoes as there are persons 
to be served. Cuta thin slice from the 
top of each for a cover and scoop ont 
a sufficient space to adinit an egg. Put 
in cach a Uttle butter, drop in the un- 
broken white and yolk, salt and pep- 
per, place a dot of butter on the top 
of the egy, replace the cover and bake 
for about twenty minutes, or until the 
tomato Is tender. Grated cheese may 
be sprinkled over the egg before the 
cover Ia put on. 





Things to Do For a Barn. 

A mixture of limewater and sweet 
oll, the proportiona for which are un- 
derstood by all druggists, Is the best of 
remedies fora burn. If applied at once 
{t will “take out the fire’ and in most 
cases will prevent bilstering, Bicar- 
bonate of soda, too, If sprinkled on a 
burn as soon as It Is recelved will pre- 
vent paln and blister. Some people 
claim that butter fs to be preferred to 
all other remedies for this purpose, and 
others cover the place with flour to ex- 
clude the air. 





A Dainty Deansert, 

Decorate the bottom of a chilled mold 
with candied cherries. Cover with 
Nquid orange jelly and sct aside to be- 
come firm. Mix one pint of thick 
cream, three-fourths a cup of sugar 
and a cup of pineapple juice scalded 
and cooled. Whip very Nght. Turn 
into the mold, Gilling’ to overflow. 





PINEAPPLE MOUSSE WITH OLAXGE JELLY. 
Press the cover down over paper and 
let stand buried in equal parts of Ice 
and salt three or four hours. 

For the orange jelly soften balf a 
package of gelatin in half-a cup of 
cold water. Add half a cup of bolllog 
water and one cup of sngar. When tho 
Uquid is cool and the sugar dissolved, 
strain over the julce of a lemon and 
a pint of orange Julce. Less than half 
the recipe will be sufficient to use in. 
the mold with the pineapple motisse— 
Boston Cooking School Magazine.

London, Aug, 29.—The evidence 
given before the Royal Commission 
on the South African war was issucd 
yesterday in the form of three blue 
books, containing 1,700 pages. Field 
Marshal Lord‘ Roberts, Lord’ Kitch- 
ener, Ficld. Marshal’ Lord Wolscley 
and other gencrals give various rea- 
sons for tho failures of the war. 

Lord Roberts, considered. the initial 
error of stratogy was practically ir- 
retrievable, Ile criticized the War 
Office with regard to the goneral pro- 
Parations and equipment, the frst 
Plan of campaign, the under-estimat- 
ing of the enemy and ignorance as to 
the geography and extent of the coun- 
try and the Jack of artillory and 
mounted infantry. 

General Sir Rodvers Buller said he 
was hampered by the refusal of the 
War Oficg to accept his. plans ie 
the failure on the part of tho War 
Office to give him definite instruc- 
tions and information. 

Lord Kitchener said tho officers in 
many Cases were not qualified for 
their work, and expressed the opite 
fon that the juniors were better than 
the seniors. He praised the men, but 
said the chief difficulty was lack of 
training of reservists and volunteers. 

Lora Wolseley in a memorandum 
complains that tho commander-in- 
chief has become the fifth wheel to 
the coach and that the Sceretary of 
Stale for War is the actual Com- 
mander-in-Chief, 

Replying to this criticism Lord 
Lansdowne, War Secretary during the 
early part of the South African war, 
and Air. Brodrick, his successor, 
sugacsted that Lord Wolseley was ig- 
norant of many of the Powers of a 
Commandor-in-Chief, or failed to use 
them.

together at the points so as not to let 
the thread escape while working; and 
also so that it shall not catch in the 
work, The two parts should just meet, 
so that the thread in pushing through 
should cause a slight click. 

‘The two illustrations of the hands 
show the way’ the thread is passed 
round the hand and how the sbuttle 
shouk! be held. Having filled your 
shuttle with thread, take it in your 
right hand between thumb and first 
finger, take the end of the,thread with 
your left and hoki in position firmly 
with thumb and fore finger and pass 
the thread outward around the fingers, 
which should be spread out, and bring 
it round to the end and hold both with 
finger and thumb firmly, as in Fig. 1; 
pass the thread over to the left and 
bring the shuttle down on the right 
side of the thread held pretty taut by 
the spread fiagers, carry it under the 
thread and bring it up on the left side 
between the taut thread and the shut- 
tle thread (which was thrown over 
from the finger and thumb). ‘This will 
make a single knot. 

The spread fingers must now be re- 
laxed and the shuttle thread held taut

All such fattening foods as, for 
instance, soups, beef, pork, potatoes, 
Duddings and pastries a jockey must 
deny himself. Coffee, tea or other 
drinks are only taken very moderately,

“Although a jockey has to eschew 
such foods, there are many other varie- 
tles which he gets just as much pleas- 
ure in eating and which at the same 
time are equally as good and strength- 
ening for his constitution.

In some cases the very men, who, 
after o cell experience of fifteen or 
twenty years, and the moat profound 
protestations of good resolutions, are 
under arrest in a few months again 
for similar offences, writes G.C, Por- 
ter in Toronto Sunday World. Not 
infrequently they are returned to this 
prison, Then they tell the guards 
they are glad to got back; that they 
were unable to carn a living honest- 
ly on tho outside; that they had been 
so long immured that they could 
not compete with the world of which 
they had not been a part for so long. 
Here is a typical experience, as re- 
lated by a man who had spent 11 
years of a 15-years’’ sentence © for 
shooting a man while robbing his 
house: 

Story of m Murglar’s Life. 

“I was 387 yeara of age when 1 
was released; could read, write’ and 
had a common school education. I 
had a practical knowledge of boiler- 
making. ‘This I had acquired in tho 
prison. A young man when I enter- 
ed prison, I had resolved to. starve 
before I would live a criminal’ life 
when released. My carly training had 
not been good, and I had become a 
burglar before I was 18. I first rob- 
bed drunken men around saloons and 
then began bolder work. It was in 
trying to escape from a residence one 
night I shot a man. He would have 
killed me had I not fired. 1 believe 
this is the rule with burglars—not to 
shoot to avoid arrest, but to useo 
revolver when their victim is about 
to shoot. Anyway, that was my 
way. I left the prison in the winter 
with $15, a ticket to Windsor, 1 
was well clothed, but did not have 
@n overcoat. My first thought was 
to go to the far west, change my 
neme and apply for work. I stopped 
in Kingston at n cheap boarding 
house. While looking around I se- 
cured work for two weeks in the locat 
machine shops. They knew I was a 
discharged convict, but they needed 
men, Just as soon as the rush was 
over, I was discharged. Concluding 
to cross into the States, where I was 
Jess likely to incet police officers who 
knew me, I sold my ticket for $4. 1 
went to Syracuse, N. Y. I hod $14 


when I got there. The first week I 
got a position paying $2.75 an day 


in the car shops, operating a nut 
and bolt machine. I got along well. 
My boss asked «me where 1 had 
worked before employing me. 1 had 
a@ story all prepared. 

Mud a Story Ready, 

“From an American in prison 1 
had Jearned much of St. Louis shops; 
also that it was not customary to 
ask for letters of character in the 
States. I had wanted to get further 
away from the scene of my imprison- 
ment, but I got this job and I took 
it. So I told this boss of the shops 
that 1 was from St. Louis; that my 
naine Was King and that I had come 
from the Steel & Iron Co.'s — works. 
I remained there seven weeks, and 
had saved two-thirds of muy salary, 
My work was good, and I had been 
advanced to a porition of more re 
sponsibility, One-day the foreman of 
my room sent me to the shop bossa 
and I was told to get my ‘time.’ [ 
asked why, and was merely told, 
*Yo know why, you d— convict." 

“I never inade any reply. I did 
not know for several days how they 
had secured the information. Then 
I learned that at my boarding house 
there Was a workman who had an 
acquaintance at Kingston. He visited 
the boarding house and saw and re- 
cognized mo. I did not see hin. They 
told, the police and they reported to 
the“shop where L was employed, I 
then learned that the Syracuse de 
tectives had been watching me for a 
week, 





Started for the Weat. 

“I had $35, so 1 bought a ticket 
to Chicago. An officer in plain 
clothes was waiting for ine. They had 
watched where I bought my ticket 
and sent @ telegrain ahead. The ofi- 
cer said: “The captain wants to see 
you.’ That's a genteel way they have 
of saying ‘Come along; I want to 
lock you up until the police captain 
of the district can talk to you and 
look you over.’ I was taken to o 
police station and charged with 
Vagrancy. I was in jail seven days 
before spoken to. Then the captain 
sent for me. Ile had written to the 
ponitentiary for my full record, 

“He said: *You can’t live in my 
district, and you can't live in Chica- 
go; better go back to Canada.’ I 
told him I wanted to work and pro- 
posed to work and bo honest. Me 
shrugged his shoulders and replied : 
“Well, you cun't work here, 1 will 
give you 24 hours to Icave.’ 

“That meant if I. was found in 
Chicago after one day 1 would be ar- 
rested again. I had $7 left. I went 
down on the Inke front and made a 
deal by which I could work my way 
to Duluth, but the next morning when 
I went aboard of the freighter (the 
ninte called” ine a ‘d— Canadian 
convict,’ and told ine to clear out. I 
begun to feel mighty nasty by that 
time. 1 was rapidly losing any reso- 


lution Lever had to let my old 
criminal friends alone. I had not 
yet met any of them, but I> knew 
where to find them if E.wished. — But 


was not quite ready. I made 
final effort and—failed. 
Bank to O14 Level. 

“¥ concluded to go to ,Milwaukee. 
The fare was $5. 1 bought a scalp- 
er’s ticket for 84, thinking I would 
save a dollar. I got on the train. 
The conductor took one look ut the 
ticket, punched it and said: ‘You 
can’t ride on iny train with no tic- 
ket liko that; it’s an excursion ticket 
and is just a year old.’ I examined

{t.) Sure enough the ticket read good 
in-March‘of the’ previous year. I had 
only glanced at the month ‘and © not 
the year. I made as strong a © bluff 
as I could, but the train was stop- 
ped at a platform away out in the 
suburbs and I was ejected. I “made 


a trip to Milwaukee, and I was go- 
ing to get it. I got on a Ireight 
train that night and crawled in a 
box car. When I woke up IY found 
the car sidetracked away ‘down in 
Southern Illinois: ‘I had gone in the 
Wrong dircction. It made little dif- 
ference, however. It would have ten 
the same at Milwaukee, I suppose. I 
worked several days fora farmer. 

‘Then I started to walk to a vil- 
lage a few milcs away. I mct two 
other tramps, and we went into town 
together. A policeman came up and 
began to question us. Suddenly my 
two companions ran and the  ofiier 
grabbed’ me. He shot at the ‘other 
men, but thoy escaped. Then I found 
that a house had been broken into 
the day before in an adjoining town 
by two tramps. I was kept in = jail 
for three months, awaiting trial. I 
was released without any ceremony. 
I was ready for any job then. Just 
what happened, I will not say, but 
it waa enough to start me for Cana- 
da, hot foot. I landed ut Windsor, 
and found a couple of pals. They 
were just the men I wanted to meet. 
That fall we traveled all over the 
country, doing little jobs, and in the 
winter I was caught sith some stol- 
en property. A friend had made a 
touch and given the stuff to me. 
My record alone was cnough without 
the stuf I had, ond I got cight 
years. I am better off right here in 
prison. If it is not this it is some- 
thing worse. I don’t belfeve I would 
escape to-night if 1 could.’’ 

The officers say that nine-tenths of 
the men prove by their carcers here 
the (truth of the adage, “Once a 
criminal, always a criminal.’’

He has ex- 
amined a large number of men in ath- 
letics, especially rowing men, and he 
has come to the conclusion that no man 
in perfect health who has been proper- 
ly trained is Injured by rowing, but 
that, on the contrary, his heart is so 
strengthened. that, with a moderate 
amount of exercise after he has finish- 
ed his rowing career, there is no rea- 
son, so far as the heart and lungs are 
concerned, that be should not Hye to a 
very old age. ; 
“The heart,” said be, “1s both a very 
delicate and a very strong organ—that 
is, if it is well developed it will stand 
an enormous amount of strain without 
any permanent-fojury, but if it Is not 
well developed it is.very easily weak- 4 
ened. Violent exercise, like rowing, 
places an great deal of strain on the 
heart because when the body-is belng 
exerted It requires so much more pres- 
sure to force the blood through the 
body. Like any other muscle that ts 
worked, the heart under the added !a- 
bor becomes larger, and most athletes 
have extra large hearts, just as they 
also have larger muscies throughout 
the 7 














































“If the strain Is put upon the heart 
suddenly it dilates—it becomes ‘larger, 
but not more muscular—and that Is the 
danger in athletics. If a man exercises 
gradually then bis heart also increases 
in size gradually because the muscles 
become Jarger, and this is a perfectly 
normal condition. It simply means 
that the athlete bas a stronger heart 
than the average and can cope with 
the extra strain that fs put upon it. A 
man needs a larger heart to row a 
Tace, and if gradual cxercise has so 
Provided him with one then he can 
safely undergo the most severe tests. 

“It is the same way with the lungs, 
and they must be developed gradually 
until they can undertake the extra 
work. A man with his heart and lungs 
well developed {s in no danger, no mat- 
ter how hand the race. He may com 
pletely keel over at the end of the race, 
but it will likely be from sheer exhaus- 
tion, and bis beart is so strong that the 
effect is not at all injurious. Hoe will 
be as good as ever in a few moments.”
